REFUSE TO SUPPORT GOLD 


Free Silver Defeated in Commit- 
tee by 40 to 11. 


FIVE STICK TO THE PARTY 


Dramatic Scenes During the Day’s 
Discussion. 


DEBATE FREE FROM BITTERNESS, 


St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—[Special.}—Ten 
votes were cast for free silver today in the 
meeting of the full Committee on Resolu- 
tions. Five of the ten members of the com- 
mittee who raised the standard of the white 
metal announced their withdrawal from the 
party if the convention should adopt the 
gold plank of the majority report. 

The threats were not made with bitterness 
nor received with rancor, both sides re- 
specting the actions of the other as based on 
thé sincerest convictions. The earnest dis- 
cussion gave the session of the committee 
the air of a parting meeting of old friends. 
But neither the pleas, the threats, nor the 
tears of the silver leaders affected the deter- 
mination of the majority of the committee 
to stand firm for the soundest of sound 
money, and the money plank of the sub- 
committee was finally adopted by a vote of 
40 to 11, Henry E. Ash of Oklahoma joining 
with the pronounced silver men in opposi- 
tion to the pronounced gold plank. 

Senator Teller of Colorado, Senator F. T. 
Dubois of Idaho, Charles 8. Hartman of 
Montana, A. C. Cleveland of Nevada, and 
Frank J. Cannon of Utah were the five sil- 
ver men who bade good-by to their party in 
anticipation of the convention’s action. J. 
A. Sehiskie of Arizona, A. B. Lemmon of 
California, Solomon Lena of New Mexico, 
M. L. Mott of North Carolina, and B. F. 
Fowler of Wyoming voted against the gold 
plank of the subcommittee, but did not 
carry their support to the extent of threat- 
ening to desert the party. Mr. Mott came 
dangerously near that position, but stopped 
short of it. 


Discussion Was Dramatic. 


There was considerable debate on the 
tariff, reciprocity, and sugar bounty planks 
of the platform, but the dramatic discussion 
of the financial question dwarfed the inter- 
est in the other proceedings. 

No material change Was made in any part 
of the subcommittee’s report in the four 
hours in which the committee was in session 
in a parlor and hall of the Hotel Lindell. 
The room in which the committee met was 
small, but selected because of its quiet loca- 
tion. 

When the money question was reached the 
fervid oratory of the friends of silver made 
the quarters far too close and ded 
and the delegates and newspaper — SE 
ing im the short corridor in front 0 
parlor were invited to move about twenty 
yards away, around a corner, cut of sight 
and out of hearing except at some especially 
impassioned period, so the committee could 
spread out and get more breathing room. 

On the reading of the subcommittee’s 
declaration in favor of the existing gold 
standard by the Secretary, Senator Teller 
offered as a substitute a resolution declaring 
distinctly for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. 

He moved its adoption and spoke for half 
an hour, not so much in support of his mo- 
tion, which he knew could not carry, as in 
a statement of his convictions on the sub- 
ject and the earnestness with which he held 
them, a protest against the certain action of 
the committee, and a declaration he could no 
longer travel the same road with the party 
which had honored him and with which he 
had been associated for thirty-five years. 


Senator Teller’s Speech. 


Continuing he said: “ Mr. Chairman and 
Gentlemen of the Committee—I have given 
this subject which we are here discussing the 
most careful attention that any man could 
give it. I have given it great study and 
thought for many years throughout a life of 
public service, which I think enables me to 
judge rightly and correctly, and therefore 
I have formed my convictions. They are of 
such a character that to me they are almost 
like gospel truth. 

“ Now, I admit that I may be wrong in the 
position that I defend here today. But, hav- 
ing convinced my own judgment, I have con- 
vinced myself. I have tried to impress my- 
self with the fact that this is the greatest 
question that has been presented to the 
American people in a hundred years. 

I have convinced my judgment, not from 
a political standpoint, not because I repre- 
sent a State that produces silver, having no 
more personal interest in the production of 
silver than I would have in China or Japan, 
but because I am convinced that the safety 
of the world rests upon the correct solution 
of this great question. 

It I had only my own judgment to de- 
pend upon I would be afraid to stand here 
and make such a statement to this intelli- 
gent audience. But I have back of me and 
agreeing with me and advocating bimet- 


allism as against a gold standard the intelli- 


gence of the world. Every political econo- 
mist in America with the exception of very 
few are unanimous in advocating bimet- 
allism.

„„ admit that no word that can be ut- 
tered, no argument that can be advanced, 
no demonstration that can be adduced to 
this committee will in the slightest degree 
change the verdict which is already ready 
to be handed in. I feel now as though I was 
trying a case before a jury who cared noth- 
ing for the evidence and whose verdict was 
already signed, sealed, and delivered against 
my client. ‘ 

‘It is unnecessary for me to say that it is 
with feelings of greatest regret that I am 
‘compelled to take the course which I am 
about to take, but I say to you in all 
candor and sincerity that I could not obtain 
the consent of my own cons¢ience to sit in 
a convention and passively, acquiesce in 
fastening upon the people of this country, 
by adopting this platform, a system of 
finance which, in my humble judgment, will 
result in the impoverishment of a producing 
class in decreasing the chances of labor to 
recetve continuous remunerative employ- 
ment, and to that extent denying to the citi- 
gens of this country the rights which they 
as r the laws of a party gov- 
ernment ought to have. 

“Therefore, with @ull knowledge of the 
importance of my act, thoroughly appreciat- 
ing its itude and what it means, I say 
now here that I prefer to follow the lead of 
that splendid combination of Heart, brain, 
conscience, and courage who sits at your 
left, H. M. Teller, than to follow the leader- 
ship of John Sherman and the modern lead- 
ers of Republican faith in the gold stand-

a concession would not satisfy the silver 
men who announced their intention of leav- 
ing the party and it would be useless to 
make such attempts. 


How the Vote Stood. 


The roll was then called on the other 
substitute, which was defeated by a vote of 
41 to 10. Senator Teller then offered a 
resolution providing for the free coinage of 
American product only, explaining that 
he did so by request and not on his own ac- 
count. The resolution found few friends 
and was defeated by a heavier vote than 
the first substitute offered. 

Ex-Congressman Lafollette of Wiscon- 
sin called attention to a prase in the resolu- 
tion which he thought capable of a wrong 
construction, and moved that the phrase 
Now in circulation.’’ should be eliminated 
from the sentence declaring All our silver 
and paper currency now in circulation must 
be maintained at parity with gold.“ He said 
the phrase might be misunderstood as im- 
plying a contraction of the currency. There 
was some objection at first to the proposed 
change, but Senator Foraker from the chair 
said the phrase seemed objectionable to 
him, his attention being called to it, and 
supported the amendment which was 
adopted. 

The gold plank was then adopted by a vote 
of 40 to 11, the representative of Oklahoma 
joining with those from Arizona, California,: 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana; Nevada, New 
Mexico, North Carolina, Utah, and Wyo- 
ming in opposing the gold plank. 

Most of the silver men then left the meet- 
ing of the committee without waiting to take 
part in the discussion on the remainder of. 
the platform. Mr. Mott of North Carolina 
remained, and at the close of the session 
assured Chairman Foraker he had not 
said he would leave the party if it declared 
for gold. Some of the members of the com- 
mittee had construed Mr. Mott’s speech as 
an announcement of a bolt; others thought 
he was on the verge at least of such an 
announcement. But he declared he would 
do all he could to carry his State for the 
Republican ticket. 7 


Cleveland Makes His Peace. 


Mr. Cleveland of Nevada also remained 
for the purpose of supplementing his fare- 
well to the party with a personal farewell 
to the Chairman of the committee. Taking 
Senator Foraker’s hand he said, appar- 
ently with deep feeling: 

After the action taken by the committee 
in adopting the financial plank in this plat- 
form I am forced to say to this committee 
and the Republican convention that I can 
no longer give my support to a party which 
declares for a single gold standard, and I 
cannot honorably further participate in the 
deliberations of this committee. It is with 
feelings of sorrow and not of anger that 1 
am compelled to sever my connection with 
a party with which I have affiliated and 
which has been by me supported during my 
entire political life, my first vote having 
been cast for Abraham Lincoln. a 

1 feel in leaving the party very much as 
I felt when leaving home a mere boy of 18, 
| inexperienced, with no knowledge of the 

world, and without means to commence, 
single-handed, the battle of life. And it 
seems like closing the grave over your first 
love. I recognize that this is a question 
which is susceptible of honest difference of 
opinion, and I do not wish to impugn the 
motives or call in question the honesty or 
purpose of any man who differs from me 
upon this question. But we recognize the 
right of appeal to the highest tribunal known 
in American politics—the American people. 
I believe that they will decide in our favor, 
but if not we will accept the verdict, al- 
though being against us. 

We want this question decided. I claim 
that no man has been more devoted to his 
party or done more to perpetuate its exist- 
ence than I have within the last two years, 
having led the fight in my State as the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor, which was 
really a forlorn hope; but in my speeches 
during the canvass I claimed and believed 
that the Republican party was in favor of 
bimetallism, and understood that the Min- 
neapolis platform fully committed the party 
to that principle, but it seems from the 
course taken by this committee that the 
Republicans of the East are fully deter- 
mined to force the issue as between the sin- 
gie gold standard and the money of the peo- 
ple, and I am willing to say that I propose to 
stand by the people. 

“I do not propose to enter into a campaign 
of abuse against a party which I have served 
and which has honored me beyond my de- 
serts, but I claim the right, and shall exer- 
cise the right, of omens plank in 
the platform and any didate that would 


accept a nomination uponit. And now, with 


feelings of the deepest regret, I must bid 
this committee farewell.“ 


To Admit Three Territories. 


There was a slight flurry over a resolution 
offered by Delegate Catron of New Mexico 
pledging the party to support a policy look- 
ing to the admission into the Union as States 
the Territories of Arizona, New Mexico, and 
Oklahoma. 

Senator Lodge suggested as a substitute 
the reiteration of the declaration of 1892 on 
this subject, which merely provides for the 
admission of the Territories when it shall 
be made evident that the conditions prevail- 
ing in the Territories are such as to entitle 
them to admission. The substitute pre- 
vailed. 

Mr. Lampson of Mississippi, a colored 
member of the committee, offered a resolu- 
tion denouncing the lynching of colored peo- 
ple in the South. The resolution was 
changed so as to provide for the discounte- 
nancing of lawlessness in all parts of the 
country, and as amended was adopted. The 
vote was then taken upon the financial 
plank, but not until after it had been 
amended by striking out the words, “ now 
in circulation.”’ 


ROUTINE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE 
Dramatic Speeches Made by the Silver 
Members. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—The subcommittee 
reported a complete platform. After read- 
ing it as a whole Chairman Foraker stated 
that the subcommittee had given the differ- 
ent declarations the fullest consideration 
during the night and had the counsel of the 
best thought of the party, not only in decid- 
ing on the principles of the party but also 
on the forms of expressing the same. After 
the report was submitted with this expres- 
sion it was decided to take it up ad 
seriatim for consideration. The where- 
as in which the history and _  mis- 
sion of the party were covered was 
adopted without opposition. Then came the 
preamble, in which the indictment of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s administration was most 
strongly expressed. There was some dif- 
ferénce of opinion of the severity of the 
language in this indictment, but Senator 
Foraker defended it very earnestly, and it 
was adopted without any changes. The 
plank of the tariff was adopted as 
reported, including the reciprocity 
clause, and there was no opposition to 
alter the language in any of the sections un- 
til the sugar bounty question was reached. 
There was some objection to the form of this 
resolution and some brief speeches were 
made in support of various propositions. 
One of these was to amend the resolution by 
declaring for a specific duty on sugar and 
another for a specific declaration for tari? 
protection, None of these was accepted 
and the resolution as reported and as sent 
out last night by the Associated Press was 
adopted. 


For Protection of Wool. 


The committee also adopted resolutions 
declaring specifically for the adequate pro- 
tection of wool and woolens and still another 
— the encouragement of American ship- 
ping. 

At 12 o'clock the financial question was 
taken up. 

Senator Teller opened the discussion by 
offering the various substitutes which he had 
presented in the subcommittee and making 
a speech in support of them. 

Senator Teller made a vigorous speech in 
support of his resolutions, becoming -quite 
animated as he warmed up in the course 
of his remarks. He had scarcely begun 
when the members of the press, who lined 
the hall outside the room in which the com- 
mittee was meeting, were invited to a more 
distant section of the hotel. The excuse 
was made that the committee wanted the 
use of the hallway for air. 

He did not say in explicit words that he 
would leave the convention, but he left the 
impression that he would. 

Senator Carter came out of the commit- 
tee-rooms at 2 p m. and conferred with 
silver delegates, who were in waiting. He 
would say nothing, but left with his friends 
for a conference.

MEETING CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE 


Claims of the Contestees Heard and 
Two Reports Decided Upon. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—The Committee 
on Credentials today adopted by a vote of 
31 to 13 the resolution to ratify the findings 
of the National committee in all contests 
except those from Delaware and Texas. Ths 
committee also settled the Texas contest by 
deciding to recomemnd to the convention 
the seating of the Grant faction, the vote 
being 28 to 16. A resolution offered by Suth- 
erland of New York to seat the Cuney fac- 
tion was lost by 16 to 29, and another resolu- 
tion by Mr. Sutherland to seat both delega- 
tions, giving each delegate half a vote, failed 
by 14 to 29. 

The Grant delegates are McKinley men, 
while the Cuneyites support Allison and 
Reed. 

A strong effort was made by Delegates 
McCamant of Oregon and Hepburn of Iowa 
to induce the committee to consider the 
Kerens-Filley factional differences in the 
Twelfth Missouri District, but the com- 
mittee refused to do so, aligning itself prac- 
tically as it had on the votes given in the 
foregoing. Delegate Bittinger, Missouri’s 
representative on the committee, voted to 
take up the case, although stating as his 
personal opinion that the contestants had 
— 1 grounds for their attempted con- 

es 

Motions were also made by Mr. Hepburn 
to hear the contests from California, Louisi- 
ana, and Georgia, but all were settled by 
practically the same vote on which the 
Texas contest had been decided. 

Then at the close of the meeting the reso- 
lution offered yesterday by Cowin of Ne- 
braska to accept the decisions of the Na- 
tional committee on all except the Delaware 
and Texas cases, which that body had re- 
ferred to the Committee on Credentials, was 
adopted by the vote of 31 to 18. 

Most of the session was given to the hear- 
ing of the Texas contest. 

The representatives of the Texas factions 
largely repeated the statements which had 
been made before the National committee 
for the Cuney (colored) faction. Wright 
Cuney, the leader, and Mr. Terrell, the Min- 
ister to Turkey, made speeches, and for the 
Grant faction (white) John Grant and Con- 
gressman Grosvenor, one of McKinley's 
aids, spoke. 

The Cuney people held the position of con- 
testees. It was charged that Cuney had 
combined the Reed and Allison forces and 
by appealing to race prejudice had drawn 
many McKinley negroes to his support; that 
he had controlled the Committee on Cre- 
dentials, had refused to allow a minority 
report from that committee to be brought 
before the convention, and had dictated the 
election of delegates-at-large, practically 
managing the whole convention through his 
position as Chairman. The Cuney fac- 
tion represented that the Grant men 
had attempted to control the convention by 
mob methods, so that it was necessary to 
appeal to the police for protection. After 
the convention had been adjourned sine die 
Grant had called another convention with- 
out authority, the participants being most 


of them without credentials and entirely 


irregular, This convention had chosen the 
Grant delegates-at-large for the national 
convention, 

After the vote, Which resulted in seating 
the Grant faction, an effort was made by 
representatives of the third faction, known 
as the Lily Whites,” to present their claims 
to recognition. r.

CANTON WILD WITH EXCITEMENT. 


Business Is Suspended and People Are 
Hot After News. 

Canton, O., June 17.—{Special.]—Canton 
has been in a fever of excitement all day. 
There was a well defined sentiment that the 
nomination would be reached during the 
afternoon or evening and business has been 
almost totally suspended except among the 
trades people, who expect heavy traffic in 
their wares in connection with the demon- 
Stration. All day the streets have been 
thronged with people anxiously waiting 
every morsel of news the wires brought and 
condemning in no moderate terms the tele- 
graph companies for not sending more. 

Late this afternoon the rumor reached hero 
that the McKinley forces, in full control 
of the convention, would insist on a night 
session and probably the nominations would 
be pushed through with a whirl. This news 
spread like wildfire and the remainder of 
the populace reinforced those in the busi- 
ness center of the city until the streets had 
a circus day appearance. 

At Gov. McKinley’s residence this was 
probably the busiest day since his return 
from Columbus. 
flow of people to and from the house and 
the little office and roomy porch were con- 
stantly crowded witb people, waiting for a 
word with the Major. Callers were for the 
most part residents of the city, who sought 
to gain fresher and more minute details from 
the convention at the Major’s office than 
was obtainable elsewhere, a veritable army 
of newspaper men, and a few pi from 
out of the city, whose visits had ne political 
significance.

MORTON LISTENS TO THE TICKER. 


Keeps Tab on the Convention and Says 
Never a Word. 

Rhinecliff, N. Y., June 17.—Gov. Morton is 
watching the course of events at St. Louis 
with unruffled demeanor, showing none of 
the anxiety that might be looked for in a 
candidate for the Presidential nomination. 
The Governor has had a telegraph wire run 
into his house, over which he receives the 
Associated Press dispatches from St. Louis, 
which keeps him in touch with the details 
of the convention. 

Gov. Morton chatted pleasantly with a re- 
porter who called to see him on all topics not 
associated with the convention, but became 
reticent when convention gossip was men- 


tioned. 

When the gold plank which has been 
adopted for insertion in the platform was 
spoken of the Governor made no declara- 
tion, but the expression of delight which lit 
up his face instantly told that the plank 
echoes his sentiments exactly. As regards 
his acceptance of the Vice-Presidential nom- 
ination the Governor had nothing to say. 


REED WAITS SILENT AND SERENE. 


Shows No Sign of Impatience and Re- 
fuses to Talk Politics. 

Washington, D. C., June 17.— [Special. 
Speaker Reed was not very busy today, al- 
though he remained at the Shoreham witha 
Micawber-like air, waiting for something to 
turn up. There was an absence of bustle or 
excitement about the big hotel, which is 
owned by Gov. Morton of New York, and 
only an occasional telegram relieved the 
monotony of those who sat expecting sen- 
sational developments from St. Louis. 

Whatever were the contents of his tele- 
grams Speaker Reed kept them inviolate 
beyond the announcement that nothing of 
special interest had been communicated to 
him by his friends. Otherwise he was as 
silent as the traditional sphinx, although 
he greeted callers with the same cordial 
handshake and cheery smile so familiar to 
those who have watched his movements at 
the Capitol. 

There was no trace of sleepnessness or 
worry in his face, his eyes were bright and 
clear, and when standing conversing with 
any one his hands were folded behind his 
back as usual. Whatever his innermost 
thoughts the Speaker maintained an ex- 
terior demeanor of calmness and serenity, 
but absolutely declined to discuss any feat- 
ure of the convention proceedings.

erties are simply wretched, but for a tempo- 
rary structure it was as good as could be ex- 


pected. 

The arrangements at the hotels and in the 
telegraph offices have been admirable, and on 
the whole the people of St. Louis are to be 
congratulated: with having done their part 
of the work in a way to elicit enthusiastic 
commendation. . 

The arrangements made through the Na- 
tional committee have been wholly the re- 
verse. Sergeant-at-Arms Byrnes is being 
liberally cursed tonight from one end of St. 
Louis to the other. He lost his head entirely 
at the opening of the convention today and 
issued so many contradictory orders that the 
army of assistants which he appointed, 
chiefly his own friends, made it a difficult 
matter to get into the convention hall. 

Distinguished visitors were unable to reach 
the platform back of the stage. Correspond- 
ents could not get to their desk, and when 
they did finally reach there could not get 
away. The piaces for the delegates were 
changed entirely over night and the utmost 
confusion prevailed. Byrnes was unable to 
control his own force, and it is safe to as- 
sume that neither the Minneapolis man nor 
any of his principal assistants will ever be 
trusted by a national convention again. 


Convention Hall Is Crowded. 


It was forty minutes past the regular hour 
of 10 o’clock when the Temporary Chalr- 
man called the convention to order, using a 
primitive gavel in the shape of a piece of 
pine flooring. The hall was crowded, there 
being scarcely a vacant seat anywhere dis- 
played, and the sight reminded one of pre- 
vious great epublican gatherings. The 
vast crowd was in summer attire and fans 
waved all over the floor and in the galleries, 
the monotony. of black coats being broken 
by the bright dresses of the women and a 
liberal sprinkling of crash suits, which have 
become universally: popular among the del- 
egates, and which have been bought by the 
hundreds from St. Louis stores for this 
particular occasion, the price of the full out- 
fit being generally less than four big silver 
dollars. 

The morning proceedings were noticeable 
chiefly from induction into office, after some 
little parliamentary sparring, of Senator 
John M. Thurston of Nebraska as Perma- 
nent Chairman. He was cheered to the echo, 
and with his magnificent voice and complete 
control of the situation captured the con- 
vention to stich an extent that there was 
the wildest applause whenever he did or 
said anything at all. His speech was broad 
and eloquent and at its conclusion every 
delegate and all the spectators arose and 
waved their banners and hats in the excess 
of vociferous enthusiasm, 


Features of Afternoon Session, 


There was another walt of forty minutes 
at the afternoon session, and then, after an 
admirable prayer had been offered by a col- 
ored man, Bishop Arnett of Wilberforce Uni- 
versity, who; was escorted to the plafform 
by Hill, the colored man from Mississippi, 
the convention at once plunged into the ex- 
citement of practical politics, This was 
over the report of the Credentials committee. 
It seated the Higgins delegates in Delaware, 
thus barring out J. Edward Addicks, the 
gas man, wh is responsible for the present 
vacancy in the Senate from Delaware. The 
Lily White delegation in Texas was also 
seated, and as regards all the other contests 
the decision of the National committee was 
followed. 

There was undoubtedly involved in this 
sweeping majority report gross injustices to 
particular districts, for the National com- 
mittee only examined far enough to estab- 
lish a prima facie case and did not attempt 
to decide absolutely as to the right of op- 
posing delegations to seats. It was felt, 
however, that it was necessary to bring the 
convention to a close, There was known to 
be an attempt on the part of the Reed man- 
agers to secure delay if possible in the hope 
of breaking down the stone wall which Mark 
Hanna and the other McKinley managers 
have built across the country from ocean to 
ocean. | 

Committee Record Is Accepted. 

The McKinley men argue that as there 
were 160 contests it would take about a 
month for the convention to hear each one, 
and, of course, if one were heard, all must be. 

For this reason, they decided to accept 
the record established by the National com- 
mittee in spite of the bad precedent which 
it created. fter a debate of forty min- 
utes, in which Congressman Hepburn of 
Iowa, led the anti-McKinley forces, and Con- 
gressman Grosvenor the McKinley men, the 
vote was taken, resulting in the adoption 
of the majority report on a roll-call by a 
vote of 545% to 35044. This was more of a 
decision than the anti-McKinley men bar- 
gained for. 

The large majority of 186 was not all that 
could be depended upon on behalf of Maj. 
McKinley, for many delegates, as was the 
case in the Illinois delegation, although in 
favor of McKinley, and intending to vote 
for him, were opposed to the majority re- 
port of the Credentials committee. The in- 
cident, however, was enlivened with a num- 
ber of clever little parliamentary tricks, but 
the test vote: was so significant as to settle 
once and for all the prospects of a break 
toward Reed, which his managers have 
been so mysteriously claigning, 

Immediately after this episode the conven- 
tion adjourned until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, with the understanding that the 
platform will be the first business to be con- 
sidered. As soon as that is over the nomina- 
tions will follow, and in a much briefer time 
than was anticipated early in the week, the 
eleventh Republican National convention 
will have concluded its labors. 

The prospective bolt of the silver men is, it 
is said, responsible for the adjournment of 
the convention this evening, Instead of 
going ahead with a night session, as had 
been intended, it is understood that the lead- 
ers of the party not only desired to let the 
silver men down as tenderly as possible, 
but wished to have an opportunity for some 
conference work. 


Adjournment for Benefit of Bolters. 


It was feared that if the convention pro- 
ceeded with its work immediately after the 
report of the Committee on Credentials was 
adopted and the silver men were forced to 
carry out their program of deserting the 
party openly they would do it with consid- 
erable acrimony, and this would necessarily 
provoke some excited/replies. The result 
would be an unseemly scene on the floor 
of the convention, which it was deemed wise 
to avoid if ‘possible. According to the cur- 
rent story, it was detided to be the best 
thing to adjourn the convention so as to al- 
low the silver men to coo! off. 

The separation of such a man as Senator 
Henry M. Teller from the Republican party, 
where he has been so long identified, can- 
not fail to be a notable event. While still 
@ young man in a country town in Illinois, 
Teller joined the Republican party, and he 
came up to Chicago as an active agent in 
the movement to secure the nomination of 
Abraham Lincoln. He went out to meet the 
incoming trains, and buttonholed delegates, 
and hecarriedatorch in the Wide Awakes.“ 
From that day to this he has been actively 
identified with the party, and has been not 
only a Senator, but a member of the Cabinet 
of a Republican Presi t. 

The scene in the Resolutions committee to- 
day showed that he parts from his old po- 
litical love with feelings of actual grief. 
After having a night of reflection, the part- 
ing on the floor of the convention will be

TO CLOSE THE CONVENTION TODAY. 


Leaders Adopt a Program to Crowd the 
Business Through. 

St. "Louis, Mo., June 17.—- [By Associated 
Press. The convention will be brought toa 
close tomorrow if the plans of the leaders 
are carried out. The program, which was 
arranged today, contemplates reports from 
various committees in the morning session. 
Then a recess will be taken until 2 o' clock. 

The report from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, which includes the financial plank, 
will be acted upon, then the nomination of 
President will be proceeded with, and after 
that the Vice-President. 

Possibly this will result in a late night ses- 
sion, but no one expects a repetition of the 
long session of the last Democratic conven- 
tion in Chicago when President Cleveland 
was nominated at dawn after an all-night 
session. 


SUBCOMMITTEE ON RULES 


MEETS. 
Resolution for Convention Represen- 
tation to Be Recommended. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—The subcommit- 
tee of seven appointed at last night’s meet- 
ing of the Committee on Rules met tonight to 
consider the resolution offered at the gen- 
eral meeting last night by Gen. Powell Clay- 
ton providing that some better method of 
selecting delegates than that now in prac- 
tice should be adopted by the convention, 
and also to take up the matter of the basis 
of representation in future national conven- 
tions. It was decided to recommend to the 
General Committee on Rules for recom- 
mendation to the convention the following 
resolution, which was adopied by the Penn- 
sylvania delegation at its meeting on Mon- 

day night: 

Resolved, That district representation in 
future National Republican conventions 
shall be based upon the vote cast in each 
district for the Republican Electoral ticket. 

„Provided, That each ticket shall have at 
least one delegate and each State shall have 
four delegates-at-large. The ratio for dis- 
trict representation in the convention of 1900 
shall be one delegate for each 7,000 Repub- 
lican votes polled this year for the party 
Electoral ticket, with an additional delegate 
for a fraction exceeding a half thereof. In 
case any State entitled to more than one 
member of Congress has not been divided 
into Congressional districts, its representa- 
tion shall be ascertained by dividing the 
Electoral vote for the entire State by 7,000. 


+ Hereafter each national convention shall fix 


the ratio of representation for the succeed- 
ing national convention.“ 

The Clayton resolution did not get beyond 
a general discussion, but the feeling was 
that the best method would be to allow the 
National committee to put on the rolls the 
delegates indorsed by the State conventions, 


SOUTHERN DELEGATES TALK EVANS 


Tennessee’s Vice-Presidential Candi- 
date Hopes to Win. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—Southern delegates 
are beginning to take an absorbing interest 
in the Vice-Presidential race that is being 
run out between Morton of New York, Ho- 
bart of New Jersey, and Evans of Ten- 
nessee. This morning it looked as if Morton 
had the advantage, with only Hobart to fear, 
but the Warner Miller faction has fought 
Morton hard all day, and Mark Hanna is 
fighting the New York candidate. 

Tonight H. Clay Evans of Tennessee is 
trying to win with a whipping finish. A 
small army of workers has been out all off 
the evening visiting every delegation and 
reporting direct to Mr. Evans’ headquarters 
in the Planters’. Gen. Grosvenor called at 
the rooms of the Evans managers, and a long 
conference was held. At the Tennessee head- 
quarters it was asserted that thirteenlof the 
twenty-two Alabama votes, all of Arkansas, 
Georgia, Florida, and South Carolina, half 
of Mississippi, a part of Kentucky, Texas, 
Indian Territory, and Virginia were for 
Evans. 

J. E. Wilson, Chairman) ofthe South Caro- 
lina delegation, said tonight His delegation 
would vote solidly for Evans. 

The main argument used in favor of Evans 
was that the Republican ticket will need all 
the vétes it can get, andas the sound money 
plank satisfies New York and the East, and 
as both the Democrats and Republicans of 
New Jersey had declared for sound money, 
it is urged that that makes the State safe 
without wasting the second place on it. 


GERMANS AGAINST FREE COINAGE, 


Will Support the Party That Declares 
for Gold. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—The following 
telegram was received in this city tonight 
for distribution among the delegates to the 
convention: 

„The German-American Sound Money 
League declares, irrespective of politics, that 
they will support the party which by its plat- 
form emphatically declares for the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard and against free 
coinage at any ratio. They are supported 
in this declaration by 350 out of 387 German- 
American newspapers throughout the coun- 
try and by nine-tenths of the German- 
American voters in the doubtful States.“

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DEADLOCK. 


Delegates at St. Louis Cannot Agree 
Upon a Committeeman. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—There is a dead- 
lock in the District of Columbia, delega- 
tion over the appointment of a member of 
the National committee. Perry Carson, the 
colored leader, who has represented the 
district since 1876 on the committee, is will- 
ing to retire, but proposes to have a hand 
in the election of his successor. Andrew 
Gleason, who has enjoyed an amiable di- 
vision of the leadership with Carson, de- 
mands the appointment of Frank B. Conger, 
a white Republican opposed to Carson. To 
this Carson refuses toagree. As Carson and 
Gleason compose the delegation, it seems 
probable that the District of Columbia will 
be unrepresented when Carson’s term ex- 
pires at the close of this convention, 


WESTERN UNION TO GIVE BULLETINS 


Big Telegraph Company Says the 
Postal Violated an Agreement. 
The Western Union Telegraph company is- 

sues the following notice: 

„Chicago, June 17.—At the request of the 
Associated Press, the United Press, and the 
newspapers generally, the Western Union 
Telegraph company entered into an agree- 
ment with the Postal Telegraph company 
not to distribute any bulletins of the na- 
tional convention with the exception of the 
ballots. The Postal Telegraph company has 
violated this agreement by distributing such 
bulletins to both newspapers and the pub- 
lic, and the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany will start free bulletin service for the 
newspapers and the general public tomorrow 
morning on the opening of the convention.”

EX-SENATOR INGALLS SAYS HIs 
SPEECH WAS A MODEL. 


His Summary of the Consequences of 
Republican Supremacy Artistic and 
His Climax Effective—A Day of Fate 
—~Temper of the Convention Does 
Not Permit the Carrying Out of the 
Program as Laid Out by the Party 
Managers. 

[BY J. J. INGALLS.] 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.{Special.]—This 
has been the day of fate. The unexpected 
has happened. The relative strength of the 
contending forces has beén developed. The 
McKinley phalanx is unbroken. The plat- 
form and the contests have been settled and 
the rest is leather and prunella. 

The program did not contemplate these 
dramatic and momentous events. The de- 
velopment was to be more deliberate, and 
the crisis deferred till tomorrow, but the 
temper of the convention would not tolerate 
the delay. It woke up suddenly. Lethargy 
instantly disappeared. Blood began to cir- 
culate. The tame and stagnant monotony 
of yesterday was succeeded by vivacity and 
expectation, the agitation which precedes 
catastrophes. 

The hall filled slowly this morning. Inthe 
interval the band in the gallery played 
Dixie and “My Maryland,” and the 
crowd cheered. The chaplain prayed so 
acceptably there was another round of ap- 
plause, followed by laughter at the irrever- 
ent incongruity. The crowd was good-hum- 
ored and cheered Lodge, who wanted till aft- 
ternoon to get a gold plank in the platform. 
The order of business fell through till the 
report of the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization was reached, and unanimous con- 
sent for its consideration was asked and re- 
fused. Then Sewell of New Jersey moved its 
reception amid tumult and confusion. The 
ruling of Fairbanks on points of order was 
peremptory and erroneous, but the conven- 
tion was in no mood for trifling, and sus- 
tained his decisions, so that Thurston was 
on the platform several hours in advance of 
schedule time. 


Senator Thurston. 


Senator Thurston is of the middle stature, 
sailow, and spare, with an aspect of eager- 
ness and solicitude. He has the spectacied 
visage and the bearing of a professor of 
theology in a rural college. Overcoming the 
obstacles of poverty and lack of early train- 
ing his station as a lawyer and politician 
strikingly illustrates the opportunities 
afforded by American institutions to in- 
dustry, ability, and ambition. 

His speech had the advantage of contrast 
with the melancholy recitation of Mr. Fair- 
banks yesterday. His experience in address- 
ing audiences on the prairies in the open air 
has taught him that precision of utterance 
and distinctness in modulation are more im- 
portant than noise and volume of voice. The 
address was memorized thoroughly and de- 
livered with deliberation. It was a model 
for brevity and condensation. His resonant 
tones reached all parts of the vast hall in 
front and rear and were heard by every 
spectator. His summary of the consequences 
of Republican supremacy was artistic and 
his climax effective. His sentences were 
punctuated with applause and at the close 
there was much cheering and shouting, with 
waving of flags and tumultuous enthusiasm. 
The triumph of her husband was witnessed 
by Mrs. Thurston, who sat with pathetic 
pride and emotion. 

At the afternoon session the great room 
was for the first time crowded to suffocation. 
The heat was oppressive. The rays of the 
declining sun blazed from the high, un- 
curtained windows upon a scene of unrivaled 
splendor and excitement. 


Test of Strength. 


It was evident that the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials would test the com- 
parative strength of McKinley and the op- 
position. There was some fencing and spar- 
ring, but the convention was resolute,and or- 
dered the previous question without delay. 
Separate votes were taken on the case of the 
gas man, Addicks, from Delaware, and 
Cuney, from Texas, and the report of the 
committee was adopted by a majority of 229, 
which represents the positive strength of 
McKinley in the convention.

By what ar- 
guments they have been converted is not dis- 
closed, nor by what means the compliance 
of McKinley and his managers has been 
secured to these demands. The debate will 
be transferred from the committee to the 
convention.

SCALE WEIGHT PUTS LIFE IN BALANCE 


Charles Miller Fractures the Skull of 
Jacob Kellner, a Fellow-Work-~ 
man, in a Bakeshop. 


Charles Miller attempted to crush the 
skull of Jacob Kellner with a scale weight 
yesterday in Ostman’s bakeshop, at No. 1005 
Milwaukee avenue. Leaving his victim, who 
was a fellow workman, lying on the floor 
of the shop with a fractured skull, Miller 
ran fast enough to overtake an electric street 
car, and was arrested by Policeman Charles 
Turk, who-was on the car. 

The murder was attempted in a spirit of 
revenge. Miller is a native of Austria and 
worked with Kellner and Jacobson, who are 
Russian Jews. Recently he has been made 
the butt of many practical jokes by his com- 
rades, for the reason, Miller says, they 
wanted him to leave his job. 

Early yesterday morning when Miller 
came to work and proceeded to un- 
cover the dough bins he overturned 
a bucket of water, which had been placed 
on the lid of one of the tubs. He sup- 
posed the bucket was empty, and at once 
made up his mind he had been made the 
victim of another joke. The water from the 
bucket completely drenched him and he was 
angry. 

When Kellner went to work yesterday at 
10 o’clock he met Miller in the bakeshop and 
ges seized a scale weight and assaulted 


One blow felled Kellner and another over 
the right eye rendered him unconscious. 

Miller ran out of the shop and north on 
Ashland avenue, a crowd following. 

Policeman Turk locked him up at the Raw- 
son Street Station, where he will be held to 
await the result of Kellners' injuries.

Better Quarters than Now Oceupied 
in New York Free of Charge One 
Feature of the Argument Now Be- 
ing Used by the Illinois Delegation 
—Committee Should Be Located 
Near the Field of Battle—Hanna in 
Favor of the Change. ; 

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—{Special.}-As an 
inducement to move its headquarters west- 
ward Chicago will give the Republican Na- 
tional committee better accommodations 
than it now has free of cost. Dr. T. N. 
Jamieson, who will be the Illinois member 
of that body, made this declaration today. 
He and John R. Tanner, together with 
Charies P. Hitch, James R. B. Van Cleave, 
and James Pease, have been in consultation 
as to what should be done in order to get 
this matter properly before the committee. 

Among the delegates, and especially those 
who come from the States west of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains, there is a rapidly growing 
sentiment in favor of having the headquar- 
ters removed from New York to Chicago. 
Only one argument has thus far been pre- 
sented against this proposition. As might 
properly be supposed, that argument has 
a financial consideration back of it. 

Those who talk on the subject say the 
East is where both parties raise most o? the 
money with which to defray their campaign 
expenses. For that reason, and no other, 
it has been suggested New York might feel 
inclined to be niggardly if the political cen- 
ter should be transferred to its great rival 
on the west shore of Lake Michigan. 

But no previous Presidential year has 
presented a condition of things similar to 
that which now exists. Every one agrees 
that the question of money is to be a princi- 
pal issue of the fight. The sound money 
doctrine is opposed by an element, chiefly 
Democratic, which wants silver regardless 
of consequences. P 

The element is to be found largely through- 
out the Western and Southern States. All 
the Commonwealths east of those divisions 
are safe for an honest currency, and the Re- 
publican platform will, so their representa- 
tives here declare, satisfy them. Hence the 
battlo has got to be fought this side the di- 
viding line. 

Chicago Is the Place. 

Asa result it is urged that the Central com- 
mittee, which must necessarily have charge 
of the campaign work, should be located as 
near the fleld of the conflict as possible. 

Furthermore, Chicago in many respects 
offers far better inducements than New 
York. It is more centrally located for all 
sections of the country, and is easy of ac- 
cess. It will furnish the committee not only 
such quarters as it needs, but better than 
it ever had and all the material required 
with which to transact its business, without 
expense. 

Dr. Jamieson, and in fact all the party 
leaders of Illinois, are now most enthusias- 
tic for the change. The plans agreed upon 
today were, that each and every member 
of the State delegation shall act asa com ; 
mittee of one to present the matter to one or 
. of the members of the Central commit- 

They have already gone at the work in 
earnest, and will push it to as near a.con- 
clusion as they possibly can under the cir- 
cumstances while in St. Louis.

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.— [Special. -A test 
vote in convention today definitely deter- 
mined that the McKinley men have a suf- 


ficient majority of the convention as now 


constituted to nominate their candidate. It 
also made clear the reasons for the arbitrary 
action of the National committee in unseat- 
ing anti-McKinley delegates by the whole- 
sale in order to fix the temporary roll of the 
convention. 

It is evident from today’s vote that the 
control of the convention lies in the 160 
votes given to McKinley by the National 
committee, and the result explains why the 
McKinley managers were so unylelding in 
their determination to carry everything 
through the National committee. 

Before the meeting of the committee they 
claimed they had a clear majority of the 
convention outside the contested cases, and 
that the result of the convention would not 
be affected one way or the other no mat- 
ter how the contests were decided. 

Gen. Grosvenor claimed 670 votes, which 
would be a clear majority of the convention 
without reference to any contested seats, 
and on the strength of this claim the Mc- 
Kinley column attracted many wavering del- 
egates. The vote today shows that this es- 
timate was so far out of the way that if 
the National committee had not decided the 
contested cases for McKinley he would be 
in a minority. 

Not all the votes cast this afternoon for 
the McKinley program could be counted for 
the candidate in case there seemed to be a 
possibility for the nomination of somebody 
else. There are members of the Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan Minnesota, Kentucky, 
West Virginia, New Jersey, and Ohio dele- 
gations who would vote against McKinley 
if the nomination were to be postponed for 
a few ballots, but who are held by instruc- 
tions and pledges for McKinley now, and 
did not care to show their hand in today’s 
vote. Now that McKinley seems to have 
the convention well in hand on a recorded 
test no combination can reach these men.

St. Louis, Mo., June 17,—[Special.}—The 
vote in today’s convention on the question 
of seating the Higgins delegation from Del- 
aware, showing a majority of 229 for the 
report of the Committee on Credentials in 
favor of Higgins, was the first test in the 
convention. That majority was the min- 
imum majority for McKinley. 

On almost any other question, particularly 
one that involved the instructions to dele- 
gates, there would have been 80 more 
votes cast on the McKinley side.

BRITISH PRESS ON THE CONVENTION. 


General Delight Expressed That the 
Gold Men Have Triumphed. 
London, June 17.—[Coyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.J—The Standard pays 
high tribute to the managerial art displayed 
in the drafting of the resolution of the 
Finance committee. McKinley,” it says, 
“was non-averse to gold as a party plank, 
but he foresaw all sorts of damage if the 
word were used in the program. ‘According- 
ly we find the delegates are not asked to 
say in plain terms that they will support 
gold, but that they stand by the policy 
which had made the dollar as good as gold. 
As a further sop to silverites the condemna- 
tion of free and unlimited coinage of the 
white metal is ‘ qualified by @ reserve, ex- 
cept by international agreement, which we 

favor.’ 

Whether this pledge of sympathy, sub- 
ject to the condition that hardly any one ex- 
pects to see fulfilled, will assuage the re- 
sentment of the silver States may be doubt- 
ed. There has in any case been a wholesale 
transformation in the aspect of the cur- 
rency factor in the Presidential election. 
Only the other day the advocates of free 
coinage were regarded as masters of the situ- 
ation, and today they are repudiated by the 
Republicans, while, if they impose their 
plank on the Democrats, they will involve 
their new allies in ignominious defeat at 
the election.“ 


Opinion of the Times. 


The Times today publishes an article re- 
viewing the prooeedings at St. Louis in ele- 
phantine and explanatory ways, but the real 
editorial comment is practically non-exist- 
ent. It says in conclusion: 

“In the words of our New York corre- 
spondent, ‘A great victory has been won.“ 
The interests of the country have prevailed 
and the Republican party has been saved 
from an act of political cowardice, pregnant 
with financial disaster by one of the piquant 
peculiarities of American politics. It will 
fall to the lot of the Senator Foraker, the 
candidate of the straddlers for Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Resolutions, to 
announce to the convention the victory of 
the gold men. Senator Lodge was to have 
stood against him as a gold candidate and 
the contest between them was eagerly 
looked forward to as the first best vote of 
the convention. But in return for a mo- 
mentous concession made by Mr. Hanna, 
Senator Lodge retires to enjoy with Mr. 
Platt the honors and advantages of their 
hard-earned victory. Even before this de- 
cisive triumph had been gained, Mr. Platt’s 
masterly handling of the gold forces and the 
success with which he baffled an intrigue 
within his own delegation to supplant him, 
had excited the admiration of connoisseurs. 
Mr. Platt's overthrow of the silverites prom- 
ises to give a new sensation to the United 
States within three days. He has changed 
the fortunes of his own section and the 
policy of the Republican party.“ 


What the Post Says. 

The Post says, in discussing the proceed- 
ings at St. Louis: 

As the owners of millions invested in 
American enterprises, the British people are 
very closely concerned in these questions of 
general policy, and there is happily every 
indication that, whatever follies the Demo- 
crats may commit next month at Chicago, 
the Republicans are determined that their 
projects for a higher tariff shall not be 
identified with the schemes of the silver 
party.

The language recently used by many lo- 
cal Democratic conventions is some justifi- 
cation for his partisan statement that free 
silver is a Democratic principle. The en- 
thusiasm which greeted this onslaught upon 
the champions of the mine-owners is a 
strong indication that the canvention is de- 
termined to give the supporters of a gold 
standard no excuse for a bolt. 

It is the inveterate habit of American 
politicians to circle around a question rather 
than to frankly attempt its solution, and on 
the subject of silver coinage all of the Re- 
publican leaders have for years past sought 
to conciliate the Western opinion. It is not 
therefore, to be expected that any bold at- 
tempt will be made to rid the country of the 
mischief which this silver agitation has 
caused; but the principal portion of the Re- 
publican party are people who are deeply 
interested in commercial transactions of the 
largest kind, and to them any policy which 
portends to the substitution of silver for 
gold as a standard of value would mean 
serious embarrassment. The men repre- 
sented by Mr. Morton know exactly what 
they are about, and they do not intend to 
let public affairs drift in the direction of 
free silver. The circumstance that the Gov-

„ While bearing in mind the extraordinar- 
ily sudden and sweeping changes which 
habitually occur in American party politics 
on the eve of a Presidential election, it would 
be premature yet to congratulate our trans- 
atlantic kinsfolk on having escaped from 
that unmitigated evil, a debased currency. 
Judging, however, from the progress of 
events at the St. Louis caucus, there seems 
no question that the large majority of the 
Republican delegates are strongly in favor 
of the maintenance of a gold standard. 
Judging from the speech delivered last night 
by Mr. Fairbanks, Mr. Platt’s threat of 
mutiny appears to have carried the con- 
viction of his great antagonism. This in- 
augural address would bear but little weight, 
it is true, under ordinary circumstances; 
but it was previously submitted to Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, and, having gained his approval, 
came before the delegates as his authorized 
program on the currency question. 

„That the Republican party is unreserv- 
edly for sound money forms the keynote of 
Fairbanks’ deliverance. Later on it de- 
clares that the Republicans are unalterably 
opposed to every measure calculated to de- 
base our currency or impair the credit of 
our country,’ consequently the free coinage 
of silver is proscribed as heterodox except 
by international agreement. 

„As there is not the most remote possibil- 
ity of any such an agreement ever being ar- 
rived at, this is a very small sop to the silver- 
ites, and will scarcely afford them much sat- 
isfaction, nor will they derive much more 
pleasure from an avowal of a fixed resolve 
to maintain the silver and paper currency 
now in circulation at a parity with gold. 
What they want is something altogether 
different. Being deeply interested in en- 
hancing the market value of the white 
metal, they desire to increase the demand 
by enforcing free coinage. They are not 
blind to the almost inevitable result, per- 
petuating and augmenting that drain of gold 
from the New World to the Old which has 
already produced such grave embarrassment 
at Washington, but they believe the States 
they represent would gain on a balance from 
a readjustment of currency on the lines 
they propose. 

„Although Mr. McKinley’s views on the 
currency question are elastic that is not the 
case in regard to the tariff. He has never 


. wavered in his championship of protection. 


When the fiscal system which is associated 
with his name was operated in the States, 
many branches of British trade suffered 
severely by the loss of American custom, 
but no sooner was the tariff modified by Mr. 
Cleveland than they began to recover these 
losses and in some instances even gained 
ground. As there is no reason to suppose 
that Mr. McKinley is less an ardent protec- 
tionist than in his earlier career his election 
to the Presidency would undoubtedly be a 
serious misfortune to British commerce. He 
has at hand, too, a very plausible reason for 
reimposing the high tariff which Mr. Cleve- 
land toned down. The revenue of the 
United States no longer equals its expendi- 
ture.

LONDON COMMENT ON CONVENTION, 


Chronicle Says Fairbanks’ Speech Is 
Significant. 

[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 

London, June 16.—[Coyprighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The Chronicle to- 
day says: 

The Republican convention at St. Louis, 
which began yesterday, began as well as 
was expected. Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana 
was elected Temporary Chairman and he 
promptly denounced the free coinage folly. 
The Government of the United States, he 
pointed out, is not independent of the other 
commercial powers and cannot possibly 
establish the free coinage of silver without 
driving gold out of the country. He went 
on to speak of the low level of the currency 
of China, India, and Japan, but this was 
only clap-trap, inseparable from a speech 
delivered to 1,000 delegates and 5,000 or 6,000 
spectators. 

‘The silver and currency of India, China, 
and Japan cannot be compared with the 
silver and currency which it is proposed to 
establish in the United States. The chief 
point is, however, that the first official ut- 
terance in the convention is a protest against 
a proposal to degrade the currency. We have 
now to see whether today’s proceedings put 
another complexion on the convention.“ 


OUR COMMERCE AND THE CUBAN WAR. 


Threatens This Country with Mach In- 
convenience and Pecuni-« 
ary Loss. 


Harper’s Weekly: The war in Cuba is now 
threatening this country with serious incon- 
venience and pecuniary loss. There is some 
doubt as to the truth of the stories of out- 
rages by the Spanish military authorities 
which some of the newspaper correspond- 
ents have been sending from Havana, be- 
cause it is evident that the stories come from 
insurgent witnesses, and while such wit- 
hesses may convince the correspondents, 
their evidence is not sufficient to determine 
the action of the government in a grave in- 
ternational affair. But there is no doubt 
whatever as to the general and eventual 
effect of the war on our commerce with Cuba 
and on the income of the government. Our 
commerce with the island ranges in values 
of exports and imports from $60,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 a year. Our imports alone for 
1895 were valued at $53,000,000, while the 
public revenues derived from sugar and to- 
bacco, chiefly from Cuba, in the same year, 
amounted to more than $30,000,000. This 
revenue derived from Cuban imports is 
therefore of the utmost importance to this 
country. The loss of part of it has already 
added to the deficiency which the Secretary 
of the Treasury will be obliged to report at 
the end of the current fiscal year, and the 
entire loss of it in the next year, unless 
other dutiable imports greatly increase, will 
seriously embarrass the Treasury. 

The war has greatly damaged our com- 
merce with Cuba. The manner in which itis 
carried on is menacing not only the revenues 
of the goverment, but the business interests 
of many of its citzens. Both insurgents and 
Spaniards are warring on the commerce of 
the United States. The insurgents are burn- 
ing sugar plantations or preventing the 
grinding of cane, while Gen. Weyler has 
made direct war by prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of tobacco from Cuba. This order went 
so far as to forbid the exportation of to- 
bacco already contracted for by dealers and 
manufacturers in this country; but the Span- 
ish Government, on representations from 
thes State Department, has directed Gen. 
Weyler to so modify his order that it will 
apply only to shipments on contracts to be 
made after the issue of the decree. 

There is abundant cause in this direct and 
indirect war upon our commerce for the in- 
tervention of the government. It is not, in- 
deed, a cause for declaring belligerency or 
independence or for making war on Spain, 
but for suggesting peace and offering a 
friendly interference, with the object of ef- 
fecting a reconciliation on the basis of the 
reforms which the Queen Regent has prom- 
ised in her recent speech to the Spanish 
Cortes. But here, again, the foolish and 
mendacious resolution passed by Congress 
hampers the President. The Spanish temper 
has n aroused and the Spanish blood has 
been heated by incendiary Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. The President and Secretary 
Olney are evidently doing their best, but if 
they cannot bring about an end of the war 
by reason of the fact that Spain considers 
the United States to -be longer in a posi- 
tion to offer friendly services, the loss of the 
millions to the government and to private cit- 
izens that will follow must be laid at the 
door of the jingo Congressmen who think 
more of gratifying vulgar sentiments that 
they themselves arouse than of the highest 
or even of the material interests of the 
country.

BOTH CLEVELAND AND WHITNEY 
ARE HIGHLY COMMENDED. 


Friends Say They Have Exercised the 
Greatest Possible Wisdom in Posi- 
tions Just Taken on the Money 
Question — The President Urges 
Democratic Support of an Honest 
Dollar—The Secretary Makes a Sac- 
rifice for the Cause. 

Honest money Democrats yesterday read 
with considerable interest President Cleve- 
land’s latest utterances on the subject which 
is now uppermost in the public mind. The 
effect of his appeal to the Democratic vot- 
ers to stand firm for sound money was in 
many quarters considered tantamount toa 
Presidential request that Democrats vote 
the Republican ticket, and strengthened the 
belief, long entertained by many of Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends, that he is a greater man 
than the party of which he is the head. 

Whitney’s abandonment of his proposed 
European trip in order that he may head the 
New York delegation and come to Chicago 
to make a fight for sound money is con- 
strued as strengthening the cause. 

Following are some expressions on the sub- 
ect: 

Patrick McHugh—I am glad to hear Mr. 
Whitney is to lead the fight for a sane 
financial platform. The silver sentiment is 
so widespread, extending even to Maine, 
that the probabilities are the silver men will 
be able to control the convention. Still, I be- 
lieve something can be accomplished by rea- 
soning and conference. It does not meet 
my views to lie down and allow the opposi- 
tion full swing without trying to exercise 
some influence.

Joseph Errant—I admire President Cleve- 
land's words and the action of Mr. Whitney. 
I am an international bimetallist. 

D. R. Cameron—I am a Democrat and I 
admire and respect the brave utterance of 
the President. I am a gold man first, last, 
and all the time. I ‘will never support a 
free silver nominee for the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States. I think enough 
of the honest money policy to give up party 
affiliations in national elections. In local 
politics I remain a Democrat. 

M Keene—If Mr. Whitney’s reported 
motive is correct his action will meet the 
approval of every honest money man in the 
country. In this issue there is only one 
position to take and that is that the honest 
dollar represents the best interests. not only 
of the Democratic party. but of all the people 
without regard to political parties. Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s letter was a marvel or 
manly spirit and unselfish devotion to the 
right. His words will meet the approval 
and praise of all honest politicians and he 
deserves the thanks of the whole country.

* sentiments it practically apologizes to Its 


readers in every paragraph. 

It there exists in England the impression 
that the Southern States of the American 
Union are not a unit with the national prin- 
ciple it is a serious error,“ said Mr. Watter- 
son. Nowhere was the President's Ven- 
ezuelan message received with greater en- 
thusiasm than in the South. 

“The people of the South would welcome 
a foreign war because it would give them 
an opportunity to show their loyalty to the 
Union. They are a warlike race, and there 
are many things to make them restive. 
They do not thirst for blood; they are not, as 
you put it, ‘ spoiling for a fight,’ but they are 
bent upon expanding the foreign policy, and 
are ready to fight at the drop of a hat. 

Strictly speaking there is no anti-English 
feeling in the United States. On the con- 
trary, there is generally a friendly feeling. 
We are, republicans, however, whereas yet: 
are monarchists. We detest your social sys- 
tem thoroughly and the shoddy Americans 
who come over herein a hot pursuit of social 
recognition we regard with disgust, as you 
regard them with disdain, There can be no 
affinity between aristocracy and democracy. 
In many Ways we are your commercial 
rival, and, if we ever get rid of our absurd 
tariff restrictions, we can meet and beat 
England in all neutral markets and recover 
from it those markets that geographically 
belong to us. 

“The Monroe doctrine, as it is called, has 
come to stay, and, strengthened and reaf- 
firmed by its modern interpretation, it is an 
assertion of national aspiration. We are an 
overmatch for any two nationalities on the 
globe. We are a vast imperial republic, and 
we mean to be respected and felt among all 
nations. We mean to absolutely control 
and dominate in American affairs. We do not 
want Canada, but Mexico and Central and 
South America are under our wing, and our 
word shall be law. 

As to the issues involved in the coming 
Presidential election, I do not regard the 
pending issues in America as directed 
towards any finality. If the Republicans 
should come in they will find themselves 
at little able to settle any of the questions 
as the Democrats have found themselves 
able to do during the last three years. For 
a time the Democrats seem to have gone to 
pieces. en the offices are distributed 
next year and the battle of resentments 
begins the Republicans will go to pieces. 
Then there will be a complete redistribution 
of the party force and a great and conclusive 
contest in 1900 between the sound and un- 
sound theories of government and finance: 
The coming general election is largely a 
struggle for offices.’’

SOUND MONEY MEN ON THE COUNTY 
COMMITTEE LAUGH. 


Resolutions Cause More Merriment 
than Apprehension — Character of 
the Punishment to Be Inflicted Can- 
mot Be Ascertained — Expulsion 
Will Require a Two-thirds Vote 
Unless the Constitution Is Amended 
~Agree to a Recount of Ballots. 


The resolutions looking to disciplining the 
sound money members of the old Demo- 
cratic committee of Cook County, adopted 
by the committee on Tuesday evening, 
caused more merriment than apprehension 
in the ranks of the sound money men yes- 
terday 

Just what discipline is contemplated 
could not be ascertained. It would take a 
two-thirds vote of the entire committee 
under the constitution to expel a member. 
As the sound money men have forty-seven 
members of the committee, it would be 
hard to secure a two-thirds vote. 

It is true the rules can be revised after 
two readings by a majority vote, and then 
all forty-seven of the honest money fellows 
could be ousted, It is not believed this will 
be done. It would have no object, as the 
minority members are not taking any part 
in the proceedings of the committee and do 
not attend its meetings. 

Chairman Thomas Gahan was noncom- 
mittal, further than to say the committee 
would not tolerate any of its members owing 
allegiance to two different political organ- 
izations. 

“I hope the committee will not go to the 
extreme of revising the constitution for the 
sake of expelling the minority members,“ 
said Judge S. P. McConnell. , ‘‘ No good will 
come of it. I live in the hope, until the na- 
tional convention is held at least, that they 
will finally come to the conclusion the old 
roof is a more pleasant house than anything 
the Republicans offer. In case they insist 
on supporting some one not nominated by 
the party I am sure it will not be necessary 
to expel these members. They are honora- 
ble men. I know them all, and feel confi- 
dent they will fight us in the open if at all.

United States Marshal Israel Describes 
What He Saw Among the Ruins 
of the Cliff-Dwellers.

He 
was one of the passengers on board the rail- 
road train which the insurgents recently 
dynamited, near Benavides, and fired upon 
for ten minutes. The balls shattered the 
windows of the cars and went through the 
cars themselves. The passengers hastily 
vacated their seats dnd lay on the floor until 
all danger was past. 

Gen. Johnson’s seat in the car was shot 
through and two bullets passed through his 
coat. He says he will not travel any more 
on trains in this island. He contends, how- 
ever, that the marksmanship of the insurg- 
ents is bad. While the insurgents were 
shouting ‘‘ Al machete” a corporal and six 
gendarmes advanced to the hill and dis- 
persed them.

The gift, which is valued at something 
over $250,000, was accepted by the university 
Board of Trustees at its meeting yesterday 
morning, and formally announced both by 
Director Bellfield at the Manual Training

The change is not in the nature of an affill- 
ation, The school has been made over to the 
university as completely as possible. Dj- 
rector Bellfield said yesterday: 

„The first move in this matter was made 
by the men who own the Chicago Manual 
Training School. The school was founded 
fifteen years ago by a number of men who 
are members of the Commercial club, and 
was the first of its kind in the country. It 
was intended to be a pioneer in the work of 
high school manual training and it has done 
its work well. Now these men feel that the 
interests of the school will be best subserved 
by connecting it with a great, permanent 
institution like the University of Chicago, 
where it may expand and grow toa larger 
usefulness. 

J understand it is the desire of the Chi- 
cago Manual Training School Association 
to make over the ownership and control of 
the school as fully as can be legally done. 
Just how fully this is we do not know yet, as 
the lawyers are still at work on the question. 
It will be done in a way, however, to make 
the school an integral part of the university, 
subject to its entire control in every partic. 
ular, except that the essential nature of the 
work being done shall not be changed.“ 

President Harper was highly elated over 
the gift and was not at all backward in ex- 
pressing himself. He said: 

This is the beginning of our new départ- 
ment of technology. The manual training 
school will be used as a preparatory school 
for our school of technology—when we get 
one. The same curriculum will continue in 
use and the present corps of teachers will be 
retained. , 

The first knowledge of this intended gift 
came to me last week, when a committee 
from the Board of Trustees of the Chicago 
Manual Training School waited on me. The 
manual training frustees held their annual 
meeting on Tuesday, at which they decided 
to make us a formal proposition, transferring 
the school to our control.”’ 

The Chicago Manual Training School is at 
Twelfth street and Michigan avenue. The 
property is valued at $200,000 and thereis an 
endowment fund of $56,000, which is ample 
for all running expenses.

The three mason inspectors on the work 
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most of them are with electric wires. The 
greater danger from electric storms is in 
the country, and even there the danger may 
be lessened if the simplest and most common 
sense of precautions are exercised. The 
surest electric conductor is a draught, and if, 
when a thunder-storm approaches, it is seen 
that all windows and doors liable to occasion 
a draught are kept closed, the danger is at 
once reduced to a minimum. If a woman is 
caught out in a thunder-storm the saf- 
est shelter is a house; the most dangerous 
a tree, particularly an oak tree. It is pe- 
GCuliar, but nevertheless a proven, fact, that 
the oak is the most susceptible of all trees 
to a current of electricity. Over 50 per cent 
of trees struck by lightning storms during 
one summer, the government statistician 
tells us, were oaks, while the beech tree was the 
least harmed. Therefore, the worst possible 
place of shelter in an electric storm is under 
an oak tree, while by all odds, the safest 
place is in a house and out of a draught. 
‘ey The actual danger (from an electric 
storm) is, in truth, not from the lightning 
nor the thunder, but from the nervous 
condition into which women allow them- 
selves to fall. And’this a danger which they 
can avoid. A little calm thought and a few 
grains of common sense will do it.“, 


CURIOUS FROGS WITH WEBBED FEET. 


Tree Frogs Which Cling to Branches 
by Means of Sticky Secretion 
on Their Toes. 


One of the most interesting species that 
have been described is the one discovered 
by Mr. Wallace in Borneo a number of years 
ago. It has been popularly called the“ fly- 
ing frog.“ from the fact that it has toes of 
great length, and these are fully webbed to 
the tips. If the animal wishes to descend 
from the top of a high tree it has only to 
make the leap, and by spreading out its toes 
it converts its feet into four veritable para- 
chutes, and thus this little aerial batrachian 
reaches terra firma in safety. Among the 
most curious types are the tree frogs; and 
Gibson says these are readily distinguished 
from all others by having the ends of their 
toes dilated into knobs or disks, generally 


provided with a sticky secretion, by means 


of which they can cling to the leaves and 
branches of the trees. They are small, ele- 
gant, and exceedingly active creatures, the 
males possessing loud voices, of which they 
make copious use during the breeding sea- 
son and on the approach of rain.“ Frogs 
have. from remote times been regarded as 
weather prophets, and at the present day, in 
some parts of Germany, the European tree 
frog (hyla arborea) is used as a barometer. 
A few of them are placed in a tall bottle 
provided with miniature ladders, the steps of 
which they ascend during fine weather, seek- 
ing the bottom again on the approach of 
rain. 

Anatomical structures of a variety of 
kinds are characteristic of different species 
of frogs, having to do with the voice organs. 
So it is that many croak, some chirp, and 
some almost bellow. Many emit noises 
most disagreeable to all ears, while others 
give vent to sounds that under some circum- 
stances are quite enjoyable.—R. W. Shufeldt, 
in Popular Science Monthly. 


THE GREAT DISTANCE TO THE SUN. 


Would Take 500 Years to Cover the 
93,000,000 of Miles at a Swift 
Steamer’s Pace. 


The sun is about 93,000,000 of miles dis- 
tant from the earth,” writes Alden W. 
Quimby in the Ladies’ Home Journal. “It 
varies through the year, because the earth’s 
orbit is elliptical, and the sun is at one focus 
of the ellipse. The earth is more than 3,000,- 
6000 of miles nearer the sun in December than 
in June, at which time the latitudes south of 
the equator receive his direct rays and ex- 
perience the great heat of their summer. 

Let us try to comprehend the figure 
stated. The other day two racers of the sea 
proudly lowered the record of transatlantic 
passage. Could they turn their prows to the 
sun, and drive their great engines day and 
night in the crossing of the ether main, it 
would be five hundred years before they 
could reach harbor. 

Most persons have noticed the appre- 
ciable interval of time between the stroke of 
an ax at a distance and the resultant sound; 
could we hear the sound of a solar explosion 
we would know that the explosion had oc- 
curred fourteen years before. Perhaps the 
most striking illustration is that which im- 
agines a little child to have an arm long 
enough to reach the sun. The child might 
thrust its fingers into the seething fires but 
it would grow up to maturity, and calmly 
descend into the valley of extreme old age, 
blissfully unconscious of any pain from the 
burning; in fact, it would require another 
2 a lifetime to bring the news to the 

rain.“ 


Wheels Beat the Boats. 

Where, a year ago, every bright May Sun- 
day saw the Thames swarming with pleas- 
ure craft for twenty miles—a spectacle quite 
unique in Europe—you see now only what 
seems like a week-day casual gathering. It 
is the dusty highway skirting the river 
which is now alive with humanity, flying on 
wheels instead of dawdling lazily in punts.

The Daily Chronicle recognizes the revolu- 
tion by starting a regular cyclists’ depart- 
ment in its columns. It says that bicycling 
has become as important as literature or 
art. Its first article on the subject lays 
stress on the superiority of American models 
over the English ones, and warns the Brit- 
ish makers that unless they reduce the 
weight of their machines, which are seven 
pounds heavier than the best American 
types, and adopt the American saddle and 
other improvements they will lose the home 
market in competition with the Americans.— 
Argonaut.

DESPERATE FIGHT WITH TWO BANDITS. 


They Kill the Postmaster at Liberty,

Utility of the Wheel for the Rapid 
Transportation of Dispatches Is 
Demonstrated by the Long Trip— 
Lieut, Abercrombie Tells the Story 
of the Ride Over Rough Roads— 
Made an Average of Ten Miles an 
Hour—Details of the Journey. 


we have just finished, but it is a problem in 
the art of war,” said First-Lieutenant W. R. 
Abercrombie yesterday, speaking of his trip 
from Fort Omaha, Neb., to Chicago awheel. 
It is this: Supposing an enemy was located 
between Omaha and Chicago, what is the 
quickest way to get dispatches between the 


fronted with the same difficulty at Chatta- 
nooga, and then as well as on other occasions 
it was found horses could cover forty miles 
a day. As the art of war is advancing new 
things are being studied out and tried con- 
stantly. To find out whether the bicycle was 
slower or. faster than a horse for transmit- 
ting dispatches the trip just completed was 
undertakén. You can judge for yourself 
whether or not it was successful. 
Wo left Fort Omaha on the morning of 
June 10. The detail consisted of myself, 
Sergeant G. M. Schofield, and Corporal Gus- 
taf Lundquist. We carried twenty-one 
pounds of equipment each. In my,case, as 
I weigh 195 pounds and the wheel twenty- 
four pounds, this brings the total weight up 
to 240 pounds. The distance we covered and 
the time it took us each day. was as follows:

This makes a total of 566 miles in fifty- 
seven hours and forty minutes actual riding 
time or somewhere near ten miles an hour. 
We covered an average of over seventy 
miles a day, although stopped two half days 
by rain. The roads were a cross between 
corduroy and nutmeg graters, and in terri- 
ble shape the entire distance. 

In Iowa we struck the path of the recent 
storms and found the way obstructed by 
fallen trees, the bridges all down, and the 
country just recovering from a flood. We 
were obliged to carry our wheels across the 
streams on logs. In Illinois we were told 
the roads were fine, but they proved, to be 
so bad, our two pacemakers ran into each 

other and we left them lying in a ditch.

our two local pacemakers told us they 
would bring us twenty-two miles in an hour, 
They got into trouble soon after that and 
haven’t arrived yet.

He said posi- 
tively that this money was intended to go 
along with $3,000 which Mrs. Carter then 
had to constitute a guarantee fund of $10,000 
for E. D. Price. 

This was in contradiction of Banker E. 
K. Willard, who stated that the money was 
placed in his hands to be doled out as Mrs. 
Carter required it. 

‘‘ What instructions did you give Willard?” 
asked counsel. 

“I said, Willard, here is $7,000 for Mrs. 
Carter’s benefit; go to her and see what she 
wants with it.’ ”’ 

The tangle was made worse when a letter, 
dated July 10, 1890, from Charles L. Allen to 
Mrs. Carter, which the witness admitted he 
read and approved, was introduced. It 
showed.that the money was not for Price, 
but was to be given to Mrs. Carter in such 
sums as she required. \ 

Nettled at the Price Claim. 

Fairbank got nettled when counsel took 
up the question of E. D. Price’s claim aris- 
ing out of his transactions with Mrs. Car- 
ter’s company. 

When did you hear that claim was 
paid? asked counsel. 

1 don’t know,” replied Fairbank. I 
had a lot of money in Mr. Allen’s hands, and 


.hetpaid it.“ 


“And he paid without your knowledge?“ 
persisted counsel. 

I did not go into details,“ declared Fair- 
bank, warmly. “ Allen had a lot of money— 
sometimes $100,000—of mine in his posses- 
sion, arising out of business transactions, 
and I suppose he paid.“ 

Fairbank explained how he first negotiated 
with E. G. Gilmore about putting Mrs. Car- 
ter on the stage.

Allen’s Letters Ruled Out. 


At Monday’s session an attempt to intro- 
duce letters written by Charles Allen to Mrs. 
Carter was defeated ‘by court ruling, but in 
reply to a question as to whether or not he 
had written letters to Mrs. Carter in which 
he addressed her as Dear Mrs. Carter,“ 
Allen admitted he had so addressed her. 

In order to show that Mrs. Carter knew 
whatever was done for her was for the sake 
of generosity Counsel Deming put the fol- 
lowing -‘‘ touching letter from her to Mr. 
— > in evidences” 

Dear Mr. Allen—I am in desperate trou- 
ble, and I confess I have nowhere to turn 
and go. From a theatrical standpoint I am 
all right. My contracts are all signed and 
sealed and the money all paid and secured, 
but I have not five cents in the world to live 
on. Iam absolutely penniless. I have noth- 
ing. I have tried in every way I could to 
get money, just a little to get along with, but 
I cannot. Mr. Fairbank has been kind, but 
he has given all the help he will, it seems. 
I cannot make a public sight of myself. I 
cannot let people know—I mean those the- 
atrical people—know that I have nothing to 
live on, for they would simply run from me. 
Could you, in addition to all your former 
kindness, help me a little, just a little, to 
get on with? I am to leave this hotel the 
Ist of May and go to the country, where Mr. 
Belasco lives, to stop for the summer. I 
can live very cheap there. I could go from 
here sooner, but last autumn I took my 
rooms here for the winter and must keep 
them until May 1. I have no friends and no 
one to help me out. I will succeed if I can: 
go on from now until Nov. 10, my opening 
night. Could you, will you, help me a little? 
I am almost discouraged, for it is almost 
useless to try against such odds as are 
against me. I have not had enough to eat 
ever since my contracts were signed. O, 
Mr. Allen, I am in such trouble. If you can 
help me, even if ever so little, I shall be more 
than grateful. What shall I do? What can 
I do? I must live, and to live I must have 
help until Ican help myself. Do for me what 
you can and please help me. Yours sincere- 
ly, Louise D. CARTER.” 

It was this letter, says Counsel Deming, 
that caused Mr. Fairbank and Wirt Dexter 
to contribute $150 per month each to the 
support of Mrs. Carter. 

Morrison Calls It Blackmail. 

At Tuesday’s session the most scnsational 

testimony of the trial was given, Richard 

Morrison, one of the Assistant State’s- 
Attorneys of Cook County. testifying that 
the whole proceeding was, in his opinion, a 
blackmailing scheme. He said on cross-ex- 
amination that Mr. Fairbank had sunk 
$50,000 on Mrs. Carter before the time he 
ordered her first tour in The Ugly Duck- 
Ung.“ closed in Kansas City in March, 1891. 
A strong blow on the part of the plaintiff 
was the testimony of Manager Gilmore of 
the New York Academy of Music, that 
simultaneously with a visit paid by an ex- 
pert to Gilmore’s office from Counsel Ditten- 
hoefer’s office several of Mr. Belasco's 
checks disappeared.

Fellowship, shop talk in literature and the 
fine arts, with charming excursions into 
philosophy or folly, have long made this 
temple of special souls a place holy from 
the world of avarice and selfishness, In the 
itinerary of this polyglot fraternity—num- 
bering sons from nearly every European 
country, and others with the tongues of the 
Orient—the science of finance and such 
things as suits at law, perhaps, have been 
the chief realm tabooed in thought and dis- 
sertation, for Bohemians dread business. 

Yet business—and business wholly with- 
out the interests of the Quarter —has 
thrown this coterie out of an abiding place 
for the nonce, and its lares and penates In 
the turmoil have been carted away to vari- 
ous attics and studios. laboratories and 
sanctums tributary to the circle. | 

There are painters and sculptors, delvers 
into science, musicians, poets, authors, and 
a sprinkling: of newspaper men and old 
„% Whitechaplers who will feel ill at ease 
until the quarter comes out of chaos, 

Dean Colbert in Trouble. 

It is the story of a student of books 
floundering in the grasp of men seeking 
money. Thomas Frederic Colbert, Ph, D., 
is the student, and besides being Dean 
of the Quarter and the man whose hearth- 
stone always determines the location of 
“Le Quartier,” he has been made defend- 
ant in several attachment suits under the 
claim that he is responstble for the debts 
of the Haecking pharmacy, in which he 
has acted as the chemist. 

As this Bohemian family is a scattered 
clan, news of the situation had not become 
disseminated: when the hour for the fort- 
nightly joust came last midnight, While 
all proceedings are gorge + in the quar- 
ter, there is a feast and a fidw of unusual 
quality and dimensions on these set occa- 
sions. And last night more than the usual 
number of wayfarers had been taken into 
confidence. |

as a bulwark against the street. 


* Signs of Dissolution. 


„Dean Colbert was not there to give the 
glad hand to his fellows. Most of the skele- 
tons were gone and the rest hung listlessly 
from their moorings. The skull on the 'cen- 
ter table, which in the window draft hada 
way of smoking up cigarets, was capped 
with a chafing dish. The miniature stage 
with its artistic setting had disappeared. 
The altar fire was dead and the altar was 
upset. The large green carboy over the door 
which dispensed “ elixir vite down a rub- 
ber tube without stint seemed alone in its 
normal working functions. 

But that seemed lonely in the absence of 
rows of antique German stelns along the 
shelf, the missing pallettes and pictures, the 
retorts, pestles and mortars, the books, wall 
armor, and foils, the statuary, bric-&-brac, 
and a hundred art treasures which loyal 
members of the quarter had bestowed freely 
and prudent members had withdrawn.

Prof. Colbert meanwhile is harassed with 
magisterial proceedure.

When he retired from the position of Pres- 
ident and manager of the Colbert Chemical 
company at Dearborn and Monroe streets 
last year he signed a contract not to re- 
enter business in Chicago within 4 year. 
About Jan. 1 Constant Haecking opened the 
pharmacy at No. North avenue. He 
borrowed $300 from Colbert and gave him 
the position of pharmacist and chemist. 
After a few weeks Colbert closed out Haeck- 
ing on this debt. Harry Gundling,. Secre- 
tary and Tresurer of the Colbert Chemica! 
company, yesterday sued to prove Prof. 
Colbert a partner and jointly responsible 
for a debt of $45 for drugs. He received 
judgment against Colbert and Haecking 
jointly. 

“The Colbert Chemical company has 
promised to make me all the trouble it can.“ 
said Prof. Colbert yesterday. If Gundling 
had not sued Haecking he would have paid 
his bill. M. A. Dittdurmer has bought out 
all the stock. Le Quartier Latin will not, I

MILES MAY BE LIEUTENANT-GENERAL. 


Secretary Lamont Succeeds in Killing 
the Bill Providing for It in Recent 
Congress—Revival Is Probable. 


Washington, D. C., June 17.—[{Special.]— 
One of the measures upon which the House 
failed to act before adjournment was the 
bill to advance Maj.-Gen. Miles to the grade 
of Lieutenant-Generai of the United States 
army. Chairman Hull of the Military com- 
mittee reported the bill favorably early in 
April, and, while there was some opposition 
in committee, a majority of the members ap- 
proved it, 

Secretary Lamont wrote a letter to Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut, Chairman of the 
Senate Military committee, protesting 
against a revival of the grade in Gen. Miles’ 
interest. His contention was that the rank 
was one which ought to be conferred upon 
men who had rendered distinguished serv- 
ice like Grant; Sheridan, and Sherman; that 
whatever were Gen. Miles’ services, they did 
not exceed in value those of any other offi- 
cers equally distinguished, and that it was 
inadvisable, therefore, to singje him out for 
such honor. ; 

Influenced by Secretary Lamont’s argu- 
ments, the Senate Military committee pigeon- 
holed the measure, and it is likely to slumber 
indefinitely upon the calendar.

Mark Hanna’s Dramatic Entry. 


Mark Hanna worked his way by easy 
stages into Rhode Island and then across the 
aisle into Missouri and Mississippi. He 
overlooked absolutely nothing that could be 
of benefit to Maj. McKinley, and in this 
work, particularly among the Southern 
States, was ably seconded by Powell Clay- 
ton, who has had much experience in years 
gone by with the colored brethren. 

After a long time Mark Hanna got to the 
platform, and as a special favor Mr. John- 
son of Minnesota unbended his dignity fora 
sécond and a half and requested Tom Carter 
to give a few moments of his valuable time 
for a little private talk.

Mark Hanna said last night that although 
the proceedings yesterday had been un- 
usually dull there was to be considerable 
ginger in the convention today, and judging 
by the applause that broke out when Thurs- 
ton walked to the chair as presiding officer 
Hanna knew what he was talking abcut. 
The delegates and the galleries tur- 
nished the proper applause. Thurs- 
ton quieted the convention in an instant. 
He pledged himself to conduct the duties of 
the office with absolute justice and im- 
partiality, whereupon some of the Maryland 
men who had just been sat on applauded 
him, and some of them looked at him as 
much as to say, We habe heard that song 
before.“ 

He said that eight years ago he presided 
over the Republican convention which nomi- 
nated the last Republican President, and now 
had the distinguished honor of presiding over 
the convention which was going to name the 
next Republican President. The, conven- 
tion cheered him to the echo, and some chap

Conferences with Hanna. 


At 2 oclock and 29 minutes, to be exact, 
Mark Hanna made his appearance at the 
entrance of the hall, and began working his

Harry 
Bingham, who was Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Order of Business, went 
up to the platform, carrying with him the 
report of that organization.

At twenty minutes to 3 Chairman Thurs- 
ton called the convention to order, and a 
measurable order of quiet was obtained.

more and Bishop Arnett came to the plat- 
“form. He isa very fine-looking colored man. 


He was escorted by Hill of Mississippi, the 
man who knocked out John R. Lynch. The 
Bishop carried a tall silk hat in his right 
hand and held a tight clutch to his ticket of 
admission to the convention with his other. 

Chairman Thurston then recognized the 
Hon. M. B. Madden of Chicago, who was to 
present the gavel made at New Salem, III., 
to the Chairman of the convention. Ald. 
Madden was in an eloquent form, and as he 
stepped to the front of the platform he was 
cheered to the echot His reference to the 
history of the gavel brought down the house. 


Ald. Madden Presents the Gavel. 


Mr. Madden was wildly cheered. He was 
in magnificent voice and every word he ut- 
tered could be heard to the most distant 
recesses of the hall. He did not talk over 
two or three minutes, but he said a good

acknowledged the receipt of the compliment, 
Thurston is always happy and his little 
speech was greatly appreciated by the im- 
mense audience. The gavel, by the way, is 
to go to the Presidential nominee made by 
the convention, and Thurston in conclusion 
said that he was going to give that gavel 
to the man who is going to be the next 
President of the United States. 

Then a man named Jenny of Kentucky 
was recognized. He had a gavel which he 
wanted to give to the Temporary Chairman 
of the convention. He frankly admitted 
that he intended to make the presentation 
when Mr. Fairbanks was first appointed to 
that position, but had been prevented from 
His gavel was 
eut from a tree that grew on the estate of 
Henry Clay, but the Henry Clay gavel did 
not receive as much applause as the Lincoln 
gavel, and when Mr. Jenny was through he 
was roundly applauded. The Temporary 
Chairman, Mr. Fairbanks, wearing the 
plumes above referred to, accepted the 
gavel. 

Then the chair said he would recognize 
Mr. Torrence of Minnesota for a special 
purpose. This gentleman came to the front 
and he had a table which had been used at 
Minneapolis by the presiding officer and he 
had brought it down here to be used for 
similar purposes in this convention. It was 
made at some manual training school at 
Minneapolis. But Torrence was wiser than 
his predecessors, because they gave away 
their gavels. He only donated the use of 
the table and let it go at that. When the 
convention is over he will take it back to 
Minneapolis and use it four years hence. 


Credentials Committee Report. 


The presentation business having been 
concluded, the Chair recognized Fort of New 
Jersey, who was handed a big bunch of pa- 
pers relative to the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials, of which he was Chair- 
man, and which he proceeded to read. The 
report recommended the recognition of the 
Higgins delegation from Delaware. The 
report also recommended the sitting of the 
John Grant delegates from Texas, which 
meant the defeat of the Cuney faction. The 
report also recommended the indorsement 
of the permanent roll as made up by the Na- 
tional committee. This, 6f course, sustained 
the action of the National committee as re- 
spects New York. 

Thereupon Congressman Hepburn of Iowa 
got on to the platform, and, being recog- 
nized by the Chair, presented a minority re- 
port. The minority report led out by saying 
it was unwilling to accept the report as made 
up by the National committee. It also held 
that the National committee had no right 
to pass on the merits of the contests. The 
report went on to say that it had been said 
that all the contestants would have an op- 
portunity to appear before the committee, 
but aside from Texas and Delaware nobody 
Thereupon

He said 
he was going to divide his time so as to 
allow Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio ten minutes 
in which to close the debate. Mark Hanna 
was happy now. He said the vote to accept 
the roll made up by the National committee 
was yeas 31, nays 14. He said if the con- 
testants were given all the time they wanted 
the convention would stay here three 
months, and made the point that the cases 
had been carefully considered by the Na- 


‘tional committee. 


Why Cuney Was Turned Down, 


He said that the committee turned down 
Cuney because he was the presiding officer 
of the Texas convention, and refused to allow 
the calling of the roll. The Chairman of 
the committee scorched Cuney pretty hard, 
saying he would not recognize any motion 
and when he got ready took his hat and 
walked out of the convention and the con- 
vention followed him. 

Six hundred and forty delegates, he said, 
out of the 800 met and organized and elected 
four anti-Cuney delegates, whom the com- 
mittee recognize. This caught the Texas 
— and they shouted out like good fel- 
ows. 

The Higgins delegates in Delaware, he 
Said, Ought to be seated because the Re- 
publicans of the State did not think the 
delegates headed by J. Edwards Addicks 
represented the Republicans of that State 
or anywhere else. He said that Addicks 
had taken four Democratic members of the 
Legislature and. prevented the election of a 
Republican to the United States Senate with 
the connivance of a Democratic Governor. 
He said that according to the belief of the 
committee Addicks was a highwayman on 
the road to political fortune, no matter what 
the Republican party thought about it, and 
that Addicks had beaten Dupont for the 
United States Senate, and in throwing down 
Addicks they virtually seated Dupont in 
this convention. Then the McKinley men 
cheered to the echo again. 

The Chair recognized Mr. Yerkes of Ken- 
tucky, who devoted himself to the Delaware 
case. There were two sets of delegates 
from that State; one was headed by Mr. 
Higgins, the only Republican Senator ever 
elected from Delaware. The other was head- 
ed by Addicks, the only Republican, s0- 
called, that ever prevented the election of 
a Republican in that State. 

Yerkes skinned Addicks to the bone. On 
the face of the returns, he said, Addicks 
had a prima facie case. He sprung the old 
bribery story again, which was gone into 
at great length when the National commit- 
tee considered the question. 


Hepburn Talks for the Minority. 


When Mr. Yerkes had concluded the 
Chair introduced Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, who 
appeared in behalf of the minority. Hep- 
burn is no slouch of a speaker himself, and 
when it comes to the use of caustic lan- 
guage he is without a peer. He began with 
a speech for fair play. He said all he wanted 
was his day in court. He said positively 
there had been no hearing on 160 election 
cases and it was folly to deny it. A gentle- 
man came before the committee in the in- 
terest of a certain candidate in the con- 
vention and opposed Addicks because he 
thought Addicks was not with his candi- 
date. One member of the Committee on 
Credentials, he said, had insisted that there 
should be no hearing in the Addicks case 
because the National committee had already 
passed upon it. He wanted to know if this 
was the fairness to be meted out by the 
convention of Republicans to brother Re- 
publicans. In the Addicks case he said he 
challenged contradiction when he said that 
there was no proof of any kind considered 
by the committee. He said Anat the only

St. Louis, Mo., June 17.—With a full house 
below, where the delegates and alternates 
sit, and but few vacant spaces in the galleries 
the National Republican convention began 
its second day’s proceedings at 10:40 a. m. 
In bringing the great body to order Chair- 
man Fairbanks said: 

The convention will be in order. No one 
will be admitted to the floor who has not a 
floor badge or who is not a delegate. Dr. 
William C. Williams, pastor of the Union 
Methodist Church of St. Louis, will invoke 
the divine blessing.” 

The delegates and alternates and most of 
the audience rose while the Rev. Dr. Will- 
lames add,esved the throne of grace as fol- 


lows: 

O., thou great and eternal one: thou to 
whom all hearts are open, all desires known, 
and from whom no secrets are hid; thou 
who hast been our helper in days past, who 
must be our helper today, and who art our 
hope for the years to come; we bring thee 
our prayers. 

** We pray to thee to be with us as thou 
wert with our fathers when in the day of 
small things they stood resolutely in the 
land and iaid the foundations in this Western 
Continent of civil and religious liberty. We 
pray to thee, who hast guarded us, the peo- 
p.e, in our peril. We pray to the God of 
Washington and of Lincoln. Wepray tothe 
God who has been with us from Plymouth 
Rock to this hour. 

We pray today to thee, who wast with 
the founders of this great historic organiza- 
tion, when in high dedication of themselves 
they took a larger conception and a higher 
conception of the rights of man to found a 
larger nation for civilization in this Western 
world. We come to thee, O God, asking thy 
blessings upon these successors of the nov. e 
fathers who are assembled here today. We 
ask that they may maintain the same high 
idea of their duties that guided their worthy 
and noble ancestry.

We ask thee to guide in the 
deliberations of this day and of this entire 
convention, and so guided in the future of 
this historic organization that this country 
of ours, over which once brooded war's dark 
clouds, which was once endangered by 
belligerent factions, and which now, thanks 
be unto thy good providence, has become 
wnited, purified by her trials, stronger by the 
Struggles she has endured, shall forever 
more be the fit champion of mankind in the 
earth, and the leader of the world in the 
works of man. And all this we ask in the 
name and for the sake of the world’s re- 
deemer and savior, Jesus Christ, our Lord, 
Amen.”

The undersigned members of your Commit- 
tee on Credentials dissent from the report 
of the majority of the committee in this: 
We are unwilling to accept the rolliof dele- 
gates as made up by the National commit- 
tee. [Cheers and hisses.] The National 
committee did not attempt to consider mer- 
its of the cases presented by any of the 160 
odd contests [applause and hisses), only the 
regularity of the credentials presented being 
passed upon by the National committee. I 
am informed that in the consideration of the 
contested cases before the National com- 
mittee it was distinctly and repeatedly 
stated that the action of the committee was 
only to secure a prima facie roll, and that 
the contestants would each have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard upon the merits of his 
case before the Committee on Credentials 
when appointed. 

„None of these contestants except those 
from Delaware and those from the State 
at large from Texas have had any hearing 
upon the issues here made before any compe- 
tent tribunal. Pore and cries.] In these 
two cases heard by your Committed on Cre- 
dentials not one word of the testimony ad- 
duced was read before your committee. 
{Cheers.] Affidavits were filed there by the 
score, but no man knows what they con- 
tained, save as their contents is stated by 
the gentleman making the arguments on the 
one side or the other. Your Committee on 
Credentials persistently voted down prop- 
ositions specifically to investigate cases from

Fort Pleads His Case. 


Mr. Fort—‘‘ The minority report involves 
three propositions. I propose to take just 
five minutes in discussing the question and 
then yield five minutes of my time to Mr. 
Yerkes of Kentucky to discuss the Delaware 
case and ten minutes to Gen. Grosvenor to 
close the debate. The three propositions of 
the minority report are these: 

First—Upon all contests on the temporary 
roll fixed by the National committee. 

Second—Seat Addicks delegates in Dela- 
ware instead of the Higgins delegates. 

Third—Seat Cuney delegates in Texas 
instead of the Grant delegates. 

No as to the proposition: The Commit- 
tee on Credentials has worked diligently 
since we organized yesterday. By a large 
vote—31 to 14—we determined to accept the 
roll as made up by the National committee, 
with the exception of the Delaware and 
Texas cases, upon which they had taken no 
action excepting to refer them to us. One 
hundred and sixty men appeared before the 
National committee by counsel or other- 
wise. They all had opportunity to be heard. 
They all were heard. They were heard 
longer than your committee could hear 
them unless they sat in session for a 
full week,and if we gave them all the 
time they asked this convention would sit 
here for three months. [(Laughter.] 

There are printed pamphlets in these 
contests of 400 and 500 pages in a single case. 
We have heard them and we have taken their 
statement of what the evidence in the record 
was. It could not be read. It never was 
read by a National committee or by a Com 
mittee on Credentials in a national conven- 
tion. We presume that every Republican, 
whether a contestant or a sitting member, 
when he stated his case here stated the 
truth. And if he stated the truth and if each 
of them stated the truth, reaching a conclu- 
sion from that statement, we have a right 
to say that the temporary roll of the conven- 
tion shall stand. 

It will be said that these gentlemen were 
not heard at all before the committee. It 
was stated in the committee that almost all 
of the contestants were satisfied with the 
determination of the National committee, 
and it was also stated that the National 
committee reached its conclusion by almost 
a unanimous vote in most of the cases, and 
the closest vote in that committee was in the 
State of New York, and the State of New 
York, through its representative in our com- 
mittee, said there were no contests to be

“ As to the case of Delaware, the commit- 
tee decided by a majority vote to recommend 
that the Higgins delegates be seated. They 
did it because in that State it was claimed 
by the Republicans before us that the dele- 
gates headed by J. Edward Addicks did not 
represent the Republican party of Delaware 
of anywhere else. [Cheers.] There was the 
same kind of procedure largely in the con- 
vention—no roll-call, hilarity, . excitement, 
turbulence, force, and victory for the doml- 
nant faction. The records before us show 
that Mr. Addicks had entered into a com- 
bination with four men in the Legislature 
of Delaware and united with the Democratic 
party and a Democratic Governor in order 
to allow no Republican United States Sénator 
to be elected from that State. [Cries and 
cheers] A majority of the committee be- 
lieve, under the evidence, that Mr. Addicks 
and his party in Delaware were high on the 
road to political fortune, no matter what was 
the result to the Republicans. [Wild cheer-. 
ing and shouts.] 

To rebuke what the United States Senate 
by a vote of every Republican in that body 
tried to do, to save the State when Addicks 
did wrong, to rebuke Addicks in defeating 
Dupont, we seat Dupont in this convention 
as a delegate from Delaware with the rest 
of them.“ [Great applause.] 


Yerkes Makes His Plea. 


The Chalrman—“ The chair presents Mr. 
Yerkes of Kentucky.“ [Applause.!] 

Mr. Lerkes— There are, gentlemen of the 
convention, two sets of contesting delegates 
from the State of Delaware, one headed by 
ex-Senator Higgins, the only Republican 


‘ever elected to the United States Senate 
from that State [applause], the other headed 


by J. Edward Addicks, the only Republican, 


so-called, who prevented the election of a 


Republican Senator from that State. [Great 
Applause.] Upon the roll with ex-Senator 
Higgins we find the name of Col. Dupont, 
who, by thirty-nine votes of Republican 
United States Senators, and by every Re- 
publican vote in that Senate, was affirmed 
to be the man elected by the Republicans of 
Delaware to the Senate Chamber to succeed 
ex-Senator Higgins. 

“Now, I admit that this convention is, 
by its rules, of necessity not only the judge 
of the election of its members, but of them 
and of the propriety of their admission to a 
seat upon its own floor. I admit, further, 
that so far as the face of the returns is con- 
cerned Addicks has a prima facie case. 
But offset that for a moment, although it 
may not be argument, by the recollection 
that the National committee, in its wisdom, 
saw fit to refuse a seat upon the floor of this 
convention to those gentlemen having that 
prima facie case, backed up, as they were, 
in that view by the decision of your own 
Committee on Credentials by a vote of 31 
to 17, not only refusing Addicks a seat in 
this convention and those with bim, but 
absolutely seating ex-Senator Higgins, Col. 
Dupont, and their assocfates. [Applause.] 
There must be some reason for this. 

‘Certainly your two committees would 
not have acted without foundation, reason, 
or cause. Now, why was it? We 
affirm—and the record is here and 
shows it—that the majority of the dele- 
gates to the State convention of Delaware, 
wherein Mr. Addicks had a majority of 
forty alone, was secured by the use of money 
in bribing and in buying votes. Here are 
the affidavits presented to the National 
committee and presented to your Committee 
on Credentials, as I am informed. 

Now, gentlemen, there are only three 
ways of securing an election, as was said 
by a distinguished citizen of New York— 
first, by the free choice of the electors; sec- 
ond, by force, and fraud and bribery are 
constituent elements of force; and, 
third, by lot. And if this convention be- 
lieves, as evidently this committee did be- 
lieve, that that majority in that body was 
secured by methods and means of this nat- 
ure and this character, then is this conven- 
tion—representing the dignity, the wisdom, 
the honor, and the integrity of the Repub- 
lican party of this Nation—willing to accept 
delegates coming here with such credentials 
and under such charges as have been made, 
and affidavits presented to prove them?” 


Hepburn for the Minority. 


Mr. Hepburn spoke for the minority. He 
said: ‘“‘ Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: I have the right to assume 
that any Republican convention, any body 
of men representing the Republican party, 
will declare in favor of fairness. The Amer- 
ican people love fairness. They are not will- 
ing, I take it, that any man’s rights shall be 
determined without he has had his day in 
court. I say here, without fear of contradic- 
tion, that there has been no hearing upon 
the merits of 160 election cases. [Applause.] 

“TI challenge any member of this conven- 
tion to deny that proposition. When these 
gentlemen went before the National commit- 
tee there was a gentleman there representing 
the interests of a certain candidate here. It 
was his contention in opposing the admis- 
sion of all those that he supposed were not 
favorable to his candidate that all that the 
committee was to pass upon, all it had the 
right to pass upon, was the regularity of the 
credentials of the delegates, and over and 
over again it was said that the committee, 
contenting itself with that, would impose no 
hardship upon the contestant, as the tribunal 
selected by the convention was armed with 
full authority to pass upon the credentials, 
and there would be an opportunity before 
that tribunal to present the merits of the 
case. Strange as it may seem, that same 
man, as one of the judges, a member of the 
committee, in the committee insisted that 
there should be no hearing because the Na- 
tional committee had passed upon the case. 
[Laughter. ] In other words, it was as though 
he had contended in an inferior court that 
the court had no jurisdiction to try the 
cause, and then where appeal was taken to 
there insist that the court had yielded to his 
contention and refused to try the cause, had 
stopped the mouths of the appellants. 

Is that fairness? Is that the justice that 
a convention of Republicans proposed to 
mete out to brother Republicans? We have 
contended as a party all of the days that 
there has been a struggling Republican in 
the Southern States that we see to it that 
there should be honest elections and there 
should be a fair count. [Loud and pro- 
longed applause.] Every national conven- 
tion almost for the last twenty years has in- 
sisted that was the duty that justice and 
equity imposed upon the Republican party, 
and it has been swift to pledge itself that 
that duty should be carried out to the full- 
ness of its ability; and here is the astonish- 
ing spectacle, in view of all these charges, 
that we ourselves are trampling under foot 
ruthlessly and remorselessly those very doc- 
trines of equity and justice to which we have 
pledged ourselves through twenty years of 
our eventful existence. [Applause.] There 
has been no adjudication of these cases. 
There ought to be. 

One gentleman in the committee in- 
formed us that these rights were trivial, 
that they were not property rights, and the 
burden of his argument would appear to be 
that, if it involved in importance the value 
of a mustang pony, he would insist upon the 
procedure of allowing the parties to he 
heard, but as it only involved the honor of 
a Republican, the man who said that he was 
entitled to a seat here, and the man who 
said when the right to a seat was denied 
that he was not a cheat, that he was not a 
scoundrel, that he was not here by fraudu- 
lent pretense, but that he was elected and 
selected only by a free constituency. 

In a question of this kind, involving the 
honor of a man, it was so trivial that we 
ought not to subject ourselves to the heated 
atmosphere of this talk for purposes of that 
character. Further, I say. with regard to 
the Addicks case, and I challenge contra- 
diction, I say that there was no proof of any 
character considered by your committee. 
Not one affidavit was read; no man knows 
the verities of the cise. One who was once 
a distinguished Senator made the statement 
that two of the delegates in the convention 
that would no support him were bribed, 
No other man said that. 
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tion there until they 


preferred 
United States Senator to Higgins. Their 
Republicanism ceased when they failed to 


support the pretensions of the ex-Senator. 

“Another gentleman was_ there. 
makes the same statement. Up to abouta 
year ago they were good Republicans. When 
did they cease to be Republicans? was the 
query. When they began to associate with 
Addicks, and yet one of those gentlemen was 


the Chairman of the Republican State com- 


mittee that called the convention [the previ- 
ous speaker corrected the gentleman]—one 
of those gentlemen was selected by his vote 
and as a representative. He had there pre- 

/ sented to us the indorsement of the thirteen 
officers selected by the Republicans in that 
county since this convention. Think of it. 
And he not a Republican. 

‘* Every one of the thirteen that have been 
selected since the convention of last May, 
every one of them indorsing his Repub- 
licanism, Gentlemen, there were in that con- 
vention 160 persons. They assembled the 
third or fourth day after their selection. 
Seven of them had their seats challenged. 
The committee in making up the roll omitted 
those seven from the list, so that 153 were 
there unchallenged. All of the proceedings 
of that convention were harmonious; no 
man made complaint until it came to the 
question of seating or unseating the seven. 
And when that was raised fifty-three gen- 
tlemen went out of the convention and the 
seven excluded delegates went with 
them, making sixty. No man claims 
that more than sixty men out of 
160 men joined in the selection of 
Senator Higgins and his five colleagues. If 
I am wrong eorrect meinthat. Sixty men 
only—make that a majority of 160 if you can. 
O, but,’ say these gentlemen, twenty- 
three men who remained in the convention 
were bribed.’ No evidence of it has present- 
ed itself.“ 

A delegate—" That they were elected by 
fraud.” 

Mr. Hepburn—“ That they were elected by 
fraud; twenty-three{ of them. Mind you, 
Delaware is not a very large State. There 
are only three counties in it. Here were 
three or four days to establish a fraud if 
there was any, but not a word aboutit. It 
was never heard of until it was necessary 
to do something to make sixty a majority of 
160. [Applause and laughter.] Then the 
fraud was discovered. Then the gentlemen 
came to the front, it is said, but no affidavit 
of that character was presented to the com- 
mittee, read, and considered. If one was 
presented it was never heard of until that 
gentleman brought them in his pocket 1,200 
miles from his home, away from the possi- 
bility of their being resisted, and then, per- 
haps, presented to the National committee. 
According to my advices none of them were 
read, certainly not in our committee. 

„ We do not know whether they contain 
averments of this kind or not. Now, gen- 
tlemen, that is this case. If you turn out 
Addicks, the contestant, you will leave the 
State of Delaware without an organization; 
there is no other party—there is no other 
power than which is by the authority of these 
men that can call a State convention. Are 
you going to do it simply because some man 
says that Mr. Addicks is not a sound Re- 
publican? Let me challenge a statement 
made by my friend from New Jersey. He 
said that this convention was the tribunal 
to determine upon the qualifications of its 
members. I deny it. 

I say that our constituencies determine 
the qualifications of their representatives. 
There is a great principle involved in this. 
The prniciple of the right of free representa- 
tion, a right dear to all English-speaking 
people, and to secure which more of En- 
glish and American blood has been shed 
than for all other questions put together. 
[Applause.] Are we, a Republican conven- 
tion, ready to abandon that now—I take it 
not. With reference to the Texas case, 
again, I say that you, through our commif- 
tee, through your National committee, have 
no evidence upon this case. A gentleman 
said that 140 of the delegates of that conven- 
tion remained in their seats, and selected the 
delegates that your committee have seated. 
That was challenged, that was denied; it 
was a statement made by a member on the 
floor for a contestant, and denied by an- 
other. 

“The gentleman said that he would take 
the word of any Republican in a matter of 
this kind, a comment on their truthfulness 
that was very complimentary, but what will 
he do when one Republican — ves and an- 
other Republican says no with reference to 
the same question, speaking almost at the 
same time? Ought he not to investigate the 
proofs? No gentleman did it, no man read 
an affidavit establishing or tending to es- 
tablish these facts. The majority of your 
committee took the word of one contestant. 
The. others said that it was not proven. 
We did not take the words of the others, 
but we say that the case is not proven. 

It is claimed on the one hand, and about 
this there is no dispute, that there was a con- 
test sharply defined, that the three candi- 
dates for the Presidency had a fillowing in 
about equal numbers. Finally two of them 
combined and there was a sharp contest 
over the control of the convention. After 
it was dfscussed pro and con upon a roll- 
call, about which there is no dispute. 

Cuney was elected Temporary Chairman 
on this roll-call of more than two and one- 
half votes to one, indicating the temper of 
the convention. It is his contention that 
these men that thus declared themselves 
authoritatively upon the roll-call, about 
which there is no dispute, were the men Who 
supported him and his ticket, and gave it 
its overwhelming majority.” [Great ap- 
pla use.] 


Gen. Grosvenor’s Views. 


Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio said: “‘ Mr. Pres- 
dent and Gentlemen of the Convention: The 
convention in Texas was assembled under a 
call issued by the Chairman of the State 
committee. There is no dispute that it was 
regularly called, regularly assembled, no 
question of anything up to a certain point of 
time. A Temporary Chairman was nomi- 
nated by each of the factions, but because of 
certain reasons Mr. Cuney was elected, as 
the record shows. A roll call was had and 
800 and some odd members answered to their 
names and voted. Cuney was seated. A 
Committee on Credentials was appointed. 
Up to that time all parties were cotperating 
together and desiring to see that both sets 
of these delegates derived their title from a 
common source, 

The Committee on Credentials was sent 
out, and after two or three adjournments 
of the convention the Committee on Creden- 
tials came in with a report. A minority of 
the committee submitted a written minority 
report. Mr. Cuney ruled that the minority 
had no right to makea report, and an appeal 
was taken from his decision and he refused 
to put the appeal to the house. Thereupon 
he proceeded, as the record shows—I hold it 
in my hand, and no honest man will deny it— 
that on more than twenty occasions he re- 
fused a division of the house; refused a call 
of the roll, and recorded every question by 
putting it on one side, and finally a vote was 
taken upon delegates-at-large, and at once 
an uproar broke out; mob violence was im- 
minent, and Cuney, when the little sub- 
sidence had taken place, waived a paper 
over his head, declared that the delegation 
was elected and that the convention had ad- 
journed. 

Sixteen delegates went out with Cuney: 
641 delegates staid in the convention, 
elected a Temporary Chairman, elected and 
sent out a Committee on Credentials, made 
the Temporary Chairman permanent, had a 
regular report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials, proceeded regularly to elect their dele- 
gates-at-large, the Grant delegates, certi- 
fled them up here as the action of a conven- 
tion that had never adjourned. Now comes 
this gentleman and appeals to an intelligent 
convention of American Republicans to seat 
the man that thus defied every principle of 
parliamentary law. I say when the mo- 
ment arrives that Cuney refused to grant 
a division of that house all that took place 
afterwards was a simple assumption 
of power without a shadow of legal right 
or legal effect behind it. That is my posi- 
tion.

Delegate Delaney of New 
York City spoke at length on the question 
of extending the scope of the organization. 
A special committee of three was appointed 
to consider the shorter work day and to 
formulate a plan for the extension of the 
organization. 

The candidates for President are Theo- 
Gore Galoskowsky, the present incumbent, 
and Jesse Johnson of Nashville, who is the 
present Vice-President. It is thought 
Galoskowsky will be retained. 


STRIKING IRONWORKERS KEEP WATCH. 


Discharged Employes of the Universal 
Construction Company Seek to Pre- 
went New Men Taking Their Jobs. 


Unless some good genius steps in between 
the officers of the Universal Construction 
company and its striking employés the 
strike is likely to remain on indefinitely. 
Just now the ironworkers are waiting and 
watching anxiously for the return of Lew 
Norris, the company’s assistant foreman, 
who, they say, left for Phoenixville, Pa., on 
Tuesday night to hire more non-union labor. 

The men say nearly all the steelworkers 
who came to take places in the mills from 
Phoenixville have gone home, and, although 
they are non-union men, they will use their 
influence against more men being hired to 
come to Chicago. 

The strikers deny they are asking for any- 
thing more than reasonable wages. In 1803 
the heaters in the finishing department of 
the mill received 43.65 cents a 100 pounds; 
the helpers, 21.88 cents; rollers, 22.64 cents;

It was after 5 o’clock, and the conven- 
tion had had something like five hours of 
work, and everybody hoped to goodness it 
would take a recess until morning. The 
noise and confusion grew so great that Bing- 
ham’s voice could not be heard twenty feet 
from where he stood. But he would not have 
omitted a word of that report for $1,000. He 
was proud of it, and he wanted the con- 
vention to hear it whether or no. When 
Bingham finally ran down the convention 
adopted his report with a howl, and there- 
upon Gen. Grosvenor moved the convention 
adjourn until tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock. 

This was the cue, of course, to the McKin- 
ley men that the thing was to be done, and 
was declared carried on a viva voce vote. 
This was a surprise to everybody, and a re- 
versal of opinion, because the McKinley 
men stated early in the day that they were 
going to stick there and fight it out if it took 
until broad daylight tomorrow morning. 


WOULD-BE UXORICIDE KILLS HIMSELF. 


Charles Emmler Takes His Life After 
Sending a Bullet Through His 
Wife’s Skull. 


Actuated by a mad impulse to avenge a 
fancied affront Charles Emmler, a hauling 
contractor, shot and seriously injured his 
wife and then killed himself at their home, 
No. 150 Hamburg street, at 8:45 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 

Emmler had been drinking heavily for the 
last month. On Tuesday he left his home 
early in the evening and did not return until 
about 3 o’clock yesterday morning. At 8 
o'clock his wife went to his bedroom and told 
him that it was time for him to arise. He 
replied that he would get up when he felt 
like doing so. 

I will do the work myself then,” she said, 
and proceeded to take from his pocket keys 
to the barn, where the stock was quartered. 
It was the woman’s intention to feed the 
animals. 

Emmler angrily commanded her to leave, 
and, knowing his violent temperament, she 
went into the kitchen to prepare his break- 


fast. 

In a few minutes she was startled to see 
him standing beside her Wh a revolver in 
his hand. Without saying a word he raised 
the weapon and fired, the ball striking her 
an inch above the left eye. She ran, crying 
for help, into the yard. 

He did not follow her, but returned to his 
bedroom, and, lying down, shot himself 
through the head, dying instantly. 

Dr. C. F. Bauer, No. 1488 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, was called, and pronounced Mrs. Emm- 
ler’s injury serious. She was taken to the 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital. She was not op- 
erated upon, as the bullet is not resting on 
the brain, and the physicians do not think 
that the removal of the ball is essential to 
her recovery. 

The body of her husband was taken, at 
her ‘request, to Mitchell’s morgue, No. 1223 
Milwaukee avenue. The Coroner will hold 
an inquest this morning at 10 o’clock. 

Emmler was 34 years old, and his wife is 
two years younger. Both were born in Ger- 
many. They were married in Chicago ten 
years ago. A bright little boy, 9 years 
old, is their only child. He was at school 
this morning when the tragedy occurred. 
His chief concern was for his mother. He 
said his father.in temper has frequently 
threatened the deed perpetrated yesterday. 

Mrs. Emmler said that for several weeks 
her husband had been drinking. 

„When he was not drinking he was kind,” 
she said. “‘ We owe $600 on our home and 
I tried go have him save his money. I 
worked all the time myself to get it paid. 
I have two sisters in Englewood, Mrs. Caro- 
line Schnabel and Miss Christina Dietz, who 
both live at No. 6800 Morgan street. My 
husband had a brother in St. Louis and one 
in New York.”’ 

Emmler’s father, who recently died, is 
said to have been a wealthy brewer in 
Winnittenburg, Germany. Several times he 
is known to have received sums of money 
from his father. The Emmler home is com- 
fortably furnished, and except for the last 
month the married life of the couple has 
been harmonious. The debt hanging over 
him, together with the fact that he did not 
earn as much as he thought he should, is 
supposed to have caused Emmler to drink. 

Policeman Constantine Walzynski of the 
Thirty-third Precinct Rawson Street Sta- 
tion was yesterday placed on trial on a 
charge of murder. He was suspended from 
police duty on Oct. 28, 1894, the day he shot 
and killed John Arkuzinski, and is still under 
suspension. 

Walzynski asserts that Arkuzinski struck 
him in the face and then ran. alzynski 
fired to frighten him, he says. The bulict 
struck Arkuzinski and passed through his 
body. He died the following day. 

A jury was secured yesterday just before 
adjournment.

The Government of Spain having lost control of 
Cuba and being unable to protect the property or 
lives of resident American citizens or to comply 
with its treaty obligations, we demand that the 
armed force of the United States shall be promptly 
interposed to restore peace in the island, We hold 
it to be necessary to our national peace and pros- 
perity that the people of Cuba shall achieve polit- 
ical independence, and we pledge to them our 
sympathy in their noble struggle against the cor- 
runt and barbarous Spanish monarchy. 

When the convention adopts this it will 
not speak one whit too vigorously, for 
to armed intervention it must come 
at last. The Cubans will fight as 
long as they have a round of ammu- 
nition or a man left, or until they have 
all been killed off. The Spaniards will keep 
on until they have plunged themselves into 
bankruptcy and ruin and then will praba- 
bly seek to recoup themselves by repudia- 
tion of their obligations. It is time that the 
United States should send a fleet and a few 
regulars, sink or capture eny Spanish ves- 
sels which may regist them, take possession 
of Havana, and send the Spaniards home, 
as the French were run out of Mexico, 
though the French were conducting war 
according to the usages of civilization. The 
people of Cuba own their island and can 
and should control it, and have their own 
government instedd of being compelled to 
submit any longer to Spanish tyranny and 
persecution. We should come to Cuba's 
rescue as France came to ours. It has been 
amply shown that Spain cannot subjugate 
the Cubans and that there are enough of the 
latter to hold at bay all the troops Spain 
can send. When a Republican administra- 
tion comes into power its first duty should be 
to stop this war, which is only savage 
butchery of ma who want to be free, and 
which is destructive of American trade and 
business interests to an extent which will 
never be made good by Spain. The conven- 
tion will be right in saying so. 


BOLTING, 
The free silver currency debasing faction 
at St. Louis, through their leader. and 
spokesman, Schator Teller, have formally 
served notice upon the Committee on Reso- 
lutions that they will pick up their hats and 
umbrellas and leave the convention if the 
gold standard plank should be adopted. It 
is not quite certain when they are going, 
except that they are going to leave the Re- 
publican camp because the convention al- 
most Unanimously refuses to pass a resolu- 
tion in favor of debasing the currency of 
the Union to a 50-eent dollar standard, of 
refusing to knock down the money of the 
United States to the value of the bullion in 
a silver dollar.

THE PROTECTION AND RECIPROCITY 
PLANKS. 

The tariff plank of the platform adopted 
by the Committee on Resolutions at St. 
Louis is the longest declaration concerning 
the tariff question any Republican National 
convention has ever been called on to make. 
It is not ultra, but argumentative. The 
country has had more practical information 
on that subject than it has had for nearly 
forty years. 

For many years previous to 1890 the peo- 
ple of the United States had enjoyed, but 
not always appreciated, the benefits of the 
protective policy. There were serious dif- 
ferences of opinion among Republicans as 
to the wisdom or policy of the large increase 
on the tariff schedules of the act of 1890; 
but no Republican wanted the duties low- 
ered to anywhere near the Wilson bill of 
1893, which approximated to free trade. 

During the last three years this country 
has had ample opportunity to see and feel 
the painful consequences of a serious de- 
parture from adequate protection and an ap- 
proach towards free trade. 

Owing to the unhappy experience the 
country, has undergone under a “ revenue 


tarift —Which has not produced reve- 


nue—the Republican party is. this year 
in a position where it does not have to theo- 
rize. It simply states facts. It is not 
obliged to predict what a departure from 
the protective policy willdo. It can relate 
what a departure from that policy has done. 
The tariff bill, in which the Democrats 
went as near free trade as Gorman would 
let them, has, to use the language of the 
platform— 3 
Precipitated panic, blighted industry and trade 
with prolonged depression, closed factories, re- 
duced work and wages, halted enterprise, and 


crippled American production while stimulating 
foreign production for the American market. 


Having told the people what the paraly- 
zing Democratic low tariff policy, only par- 
tially carried out, has done, the Republic- 
ans renew and emphasize allegiance to the 
policy of protection as the bulwark of Amer- 


ican industrial independence and the foun- 


dation of American development and pros- 
perity.“ 

They denounce the present Democrutic 
low tariff as sectional, partisan, and one- 
sided, disastrous to the Treasury, and de- 
structive of business enterprises, and de- 
mand— 

Such an equitable tariff on foreign imports 
which come into competition with American 
products as will not only furnish adequate revenue 
for the necessary expenses; of the government, 
but will protect American labor from degradation 
and the wage level of other lands. 

The principle on which the next tariff law 
should be based is here laid down clearly. 
The way in which that principle shall be 
carried out is left to a Republican Con- 
The plank declares: 

We are not pledged to any particular schedule. 


The question of rates is a practical question to be 
governed by the condition of the times and of pro- 


‘duction. The ruling and uncompromising princi- 


pie is the protection and development of American 
labor and industry. The country wants a right 
settlement and then it wants rest. 

The party does not say to the voters that 
if restored to power it will reénact the tariff 
of 1890, or the Arthur bill of 1883, or any 
of the Morrill bills of any year. It does 
not seek to revive any old controversies, 
It promises legislation which will protect 
the wage scale of American workingmen 
against the competition of cheaper foreign 
labor. 

The convention also promises reciprocity 
that reciprocity of James G. Blaine which 
did so much for American industry in two 
or three years before the Democrats struck 
it down for no good reason. The platform 
says: 

We believe in liberal reciprocity and fust rela- 
tin, and cemand the application of the golden 
rule of commerce of all future legislation affect- 
ing the tariff and the foreign trade. We believe 
the repeal of the reciprocity agreements negotiated 
by the last Republican administration was a na- 
ticnal calamity, and demand their renewal and 
extension on such terms as will equalize our trade 
with other nations and remove the restrictions that 
now obstruct the sale of American products in the 
ports of Europe and secure new markets for the 
products of our farms, forests, and factories. 

The voters in the cities and villages, in the 
workshops and on the farms, have learned 
by sad experience the value of adequate 
protection against foreign cheap labor com- 
petition and of reciprocity with non-com- 
petitive goods, since they have been 


untarnished as its honor whose dollars, whether 
of gold, or paper, shall have equal purchas- 
ing and 
of the civilized world. 

If he had said, A currency as sound as 
gold and as untarnished as it,” he would 
have been more definite. He omitted to 
mention the necessary basis of a currency 
which is to be as good as the best in the 
world, Happily, the platform supplies the 
lacking information. 


SCABED AT NOISE. 

When the time for bragging and bluffing 
was over and the irredeemable free silver- 
ites were called on to show their cards, the 
weakness of that faction led by Teller was 
made manifest. It became apparent that 
all the howling and yelling of the last few 
months has been that of two or three wolves 
and not of a great pack, as was supposed 
in the night by their noise, when they could 
not be seen and counted. 

The only States and Territories whose 
committeemen voted with Teller against 
the sound money @mlank were California, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Arizona, Oklahoma, 
North Carolina, Utah, Wyoming, Montana, 
and Idaho. He could muster only eleven 
votes, counting his own. 

A few weeks ago Teller was boasting that 
a majority of the Committee on Resolutions 
would be so under his thumb in favor of 
bad, cheap money that if he could not get a 
report in favor of bad money (free silver) he 
could at least get one which would be a 
“straddle.” But when it came to a show 
of hands it appeared that Teller could influ- 
ence only five members—himself included— 
instead of twenty-five, as he boasted he had 
in his pocket. 

In the subcommittee which drafted the 
money plank Teller stood alone—one to 
eight. Amendments offered by him for un- 
limited free coinage and the coinage of the 
American silver product got no vote except 
his own. At Minneapolis he had influence 
and did great mischief in foisting a “ strad- 
dle“ plank on the convention. At St. Louis 
he found his claws clipped and his teeth 
pulled out. 

The timid delegates, who, frightened by 
the noise made by Teller and Dubois and 
their followers, said nothing must be done 
to offend these terrible fellows or the party 
would be smashed! can see now they were 
scared at their ownshadows, When the 16 
to 1 free silver shriekers came out where 
they could be seen and counted it was found 
they were but a handful. 


GOOD MONEY GERMANS. 

The attitude of the Germans of the United 
States on the gold standard as against free 
coinage at any ratio is clearly defined by the 
following dispatch, which was sent to St. 
Louis from New York yesterday: 

The German-American Sound Money League de- 
clares, irrespective of polities, that they will sup- 
port the party which, by its platform, emphatic- 
ally declares for the maintenance of the cold stand- 
ard and against free coinage at any ratio, They 
are supported in this declaration by 850 out of 387 
German-American newspapers throughout the 
country, and by nine-tenths of the German-Ameri- 
can voters in the doubtful States. 

This significant dispatch was signed by 
such leading Germans of New York as 
Oswald Ottendorfer, the well-known editor 
of the New York Staats-Zeitung, who takes 
the same firm stand for solid money as Mr. 
Hesing of the Chicago Staats-Zeitung; Will- 
iam Steinway, Carl Schurz, Louis Wind- 
muller, Gustave H. Schwab, Edward 
Grosse, Dr. John Frederich, Charles O. 
Wehrum, Theodore Sutro, Louis F. Dom- 
erich, Ewald Fleitmann, John F. Dedener, 
Jacob H. Schiff, and George Fred Veitor. 
These prominent Germans belong to both 
parties, but they are agreed when it comes 
to the question of maintaining the gold 
standard, as are nine-tenths of the Ger- 
mans throughout the country. 5 


THE PRESIDENT’S LATEST PRONUNCIA- 
MENTO. 

President Cleveland has given utterance 
to the familiar ejaculation, I can’t believe 
it!“ which is the traditional and proper re- 
ception due an extravagant tale. But the 
Chief Executive, in thus breaking a long 
silence, has amplified the ejaculation to such 
an extent that it is made the purveyor also 
of the relict of that famous letter of declina- 
tion. Mr. Cleveland speaks like a man wak- 
ing from a long sleep, blinking in surprise 
and consternation at the changes in the 
world, but stolidly denying even the evi-

while he ignores the sway it has obtained | 


over his own party, that it is apparent he 
considers it as something apart from parti- 
sanship, and would make the gold and silver 
parties synonymous respectively with 
“patriots” and the opposite, The state- 
ment as a whole is full of contradictions, be- 
ing wise in counsel, blind as to facts, breath- 
ing threats and despair; confidence and 
eonsternation, and yet patently intended 
succor to the sound money men in the party. 
It expresses the feelings of a man who 
found the bass would not bite but succeeded 
in landing thirty-five big trout, and must 
be considered accordingly. 


BANDS IN A WILD RIVALRY. 

There has been trouble with the mu- 
sicians, Bands from all parts of the United 
States have been tooting up and down and 
around St. Louis with an abandon and reck- 
less prodigality of harmony that has finally 
bred discord. When two or three bands are 
gathered together and each insists on play- 
ing all the time it is impossible to avoid some 
such musica] blight as has fallen on the con- 
vention city. The conspicuous imbroglio 
of wind instruments is shared in by two 
Ohio aggregations. The employés of the 
watch works, who take days off to play on 
the village green at Canton, have shown a 
disposition since their arrival in St. Louis 
to monopolize the patriotic airs, A similar 
organization from Cleveland has grown 
restive under this assumption of superiority 
and has taken to putting on patriotic airs 
itself. They came together in a hotel corri- 
dor, and being unable to agree on a compro- 
mise fought it out together, each playing a 
different tune, until they had emptied the 
corridor. Then Canton made a spurt for 
another hotel, with Cleveland at its heels. 
In the excitement of the chase it appears 
from the reports the musicians were not 30 
particular how well they played as how 
much, and individual rivalry in this regard 
ran so high that each member was finally 
playing his part in the particular tune that 
afforded him greatest lung expansion. One 
obvious result was that no three men were 
playing the same air in either of the bands, 
and as a purely mechanical exhibition the 
effect was as picturesque and hideous as the 
most Wagnerian imagination could suggest. 
The gentlemen who are recording history 
have been strangely negligent of the 
subsequent fate of the antagonists. The 


last heard from them was this: 

The fight is still going on and it is about nip and 
tuck, The leader of the Canton band has tele- 
graphed home for more music, and Cleveland is 
going to head Canton off by borrowing music 
brought here by a Cincinnati band. 

There may be some slight interest in the

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TALK OF EXTRA DIVIDEND 


NORTH CHICAGO SAID TO HAVE SUCH 
ACTION IN VIEW. 


Early Distribution of $650,000 of 
North Chicago City Railway Bonds 
to Stockholders of the North Chi- 
cago Street Railway Company Pre- 
dicted—Money Rates Continue High 
Figures of Chicago National 
Banks—Diamond Match Active. 

Talk is being revived of an extra dividend 
to stockholders of the North Chicago Street 
railway. .A man who is close to Mr. Yerkes 
said yesterday there was no doubt an extra 
dividend in the shape of either cash or the 
bonds of the North Chicago Street railway 
would be declared before the next annual 
meeting. Mr. Yerkes is to leave within the 
next two weeks for Europe and he will be 
gone until September. On his return the 
question of an extra dividend will come up 
and it is belieyed stockholders may count 

on receiving something more than the 12 

per cent that is paid in dividends during the 

present year. There is an outstanding issue 
of $2,500,000 of North Chicago City railway 
bonds dated Feb, 11, 1887. Of this amount 
$650,000 remains in the treasury of the North 
Chicago Street railroad and this would be 
given as a dividend providing Mr. Yerkes 
should decide to make this disposition of the 
bonds. Under the lease of the North Chica- 
go City railway by the North Chicago Street 
railroad the latter company is authorized to 
issue bonds to pay for betterments of the 
line belonging to the 8 company in 

a sum not to exceed $2,500,000. More than 

this amount has been expended in the way 

of changing the line to a cable road and 
bullding power houses and in making other 
improvements. Only $1,850,000 in bonds have 
been put out, the remaining amount bein 

still in the treasury. At the last annua 
meeting Mr. Yerkes said these bonds were 
the property of the stockholders and that 

they might be issued at any time. He did 

not say, however, when the stockholders 

would be allowed to come into their own. 


Big Earnings on Increased Capital. 


The North Chicago street railroad is earn- 
ing more than 21 per cent upon its increased 
capital stock, These are official figures. 
They come direct from Mr. Yerkes, and area 
corroboration ef the predictions Mr. Yerkes 
made at the last annual meeting. The cap- 
ital stock of the North Chicago street rall- 
road was ineréased last December from 88, 
500,000 to $6,600,000. During the year 1895 
the road earned a little more than 18 per 
cent upon the capital stock of the company, 
which amounted in 1805 to 65,500,000. Mr. 
Yerkes said he had no doubt the company 
would be able to earn as much this year 
upon the increased capital. So far the pre- 
diction had been more than verified. Not only 
has.it earned the 18 per cent which Mr. 
Yerkes predicted, but it has shown an in- 
crease of almost 8 per cent on the increased 
capital over the earnings in 1805 upon the 
capital as it stood at shat time. Much of 
this is due to the openi of the new electrie 
lines, which have proven exceedingly profit- 
able and which have added largely to the 
traffic of the road. 

The Illinois Steel company has declared a 
dividend of 1% per cent upon its capital 
stock, which at present amounts to $18,650,- 
635. The officers of the company report its 
condition much better than it was at any 
time last year. The strike has had little if 
any effect upon the company so far, as is 
shown in the action of the company in de- 
claring a second ividend of 1% per cent with- 
in four months of the time the last dividend 
was declared, that having béen the first divi- 
dend paid in months. The iron business is 
said to have shown an improvement through- 
out the whole United States, and while orders 
are not up to those of 1892, they are consid- 
erably in excess of the sales made a year ago, 

There was a fairly strong market for local 
stocks yesterday, with New York Biscuit in 
the lead both as to strength and as to num- 
ber of sales made during the day. The total 
transactions in New York Biscuit amounted 
to 3,737. It opened at 97%, sold up to 97%, 
and closed at 7™%. Diamond Match was also 
fairly strong, opening at 226, selling up to 
226%, and closing at 226. Total sales of 
Match amounted to 2,107 shares. 

Linseed Oil Distributing Company. 

The National Linseed Oil company is cred- 
ited with an intention of forming a distribut- 
ing company which would handle all product 
of the company’s mills. It would be some- 
thing after the order of the Standard Straw- 
board company of New York, which handles 
the output of the mills of the American 
Strawboard company. It is proposed to 
bring into the camp as many of the outside 
linseed oil mills as can be induced to become 
a party to such an agreement. The special 
reason for the formation of an auxiliary 
company is to prevent in future the sort of 
competition which has nearly brought about 
the ruin of the American Strawboard com- 
pany and of so many other *corporations 
which meet with competition from compa- 
nies outside the trust. 

Money continues firm. A banker said yes- 
terday he could see no lessening of interest 
rates for the near future, Some bankers 
hold the adoption of a strong gold plank in 
the Republican platform, which will cause 
people to go into new enterprises, will result 
in a stronger demand for money, and this 
would have the effect of putting up rates 
rather than letting them go off. With the 
cheap money that is to be had abroad, how- 
ever, it is not probable rates can be kept up 
to the high point for any great length of 
time. As a sample of the cheapness of 
money in England the East Indian railway 
has experienced no difficulty in raising 
$1,500,000 on 2% per cent debentures. The 
minimum price on the bonds was fixed at 
par, but notwithstanding the low rate of in- 
terest it bore they were sold at an average 
price of a little more than 102. This is said 
to be the highest price ever realized for a 
loan of its class. 

Sterling rates continue practically un- 
changed. Quotations yesterday were as fol-

as the friends of the enterprise might desire. 
The ordinance granting the company the 
right to build its south line on Van Buren 
street is still in the hands of the committee 
and it is rumored the promoters are being 
held up pretty hard by some of thé Alder- 
men.

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CONDITION OF STATE BANKS JUNE 8. 


Summary of the Reports Made to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts 
at ern. 


Springfield, III., June 17.—[Spectal. }-Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the reports of the 
condition of the State banks on June 8 as 
made to the Auditor of Public Accounts 
pursuant to law: 
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As a result of the agreement against overhead 
writing in Kentucky sent out by Commissioner 
Comingore and signed by nearly all the companies 
doing business in the State, the local board of Cov- 
ington passed a rule requiring a fee of $100 for new 
members. The action was taken to keep Cincin- 
nati agents from establishing branch offices on the 
Kentueky side of the river. Local Board Commis- 
sion No. 1 investigated the matter, and, deciding 
that the Covington board had no right to exact the 
fee, has annuled the rule. It is probable that a 
number of Cincinnat! agencies will establish 
branch offices in Kentucky as soon as they can 
secure admission to the local board. 

The City Council at Hopkinsville, Ky., has 
agreed to reduce the license of agents fram 82h to 
$12 provided the companies doing business there 
will agree not to increase the rates, The agents’ 
license has been imposed by special ordinance in 
a large number of Kentucky cities, and the com- 
panies have retaliated by a general raise in rates.

SECRET OF SUCCESSFUL RATE-CUT- 
TING AT KANSAS CITY. 


Chicago-Missourt River Roads Are 
Exercised Over the Matter—Propor- 
tion of the Threugh Rate the Cover 
Used to Secure the Shipment of 
Grain Which Should Pay the Local 
Tariff — Inter-State Commission's 
Aid Is Desired. 

Chicago-Missouri River roads are greatly 
exercised over the rate-cutting practiced at 
Kansas City under cover of the agreement 
permitting reconsignment of grain and kin- 
dred commodities at the proportion of the 
through rate. The discovery has been made 
that this matter, more than anything else, 
caused the serious diversion of grain last 
winter from Kansas City to New Orleans 
and other Southern seaports. 

There are said to be millions of bushels 
of grain in the elevators at Kansas City 
which it is intended to ship to New Orleans 
at the proportion of the through rate orig- 
inally made from points west of Kansas 

0 ttle ot this grain, it is asserted, 

wit the grain covered by the 
through bill of lading, but came 
from points in Nebraska tributary te Chi- 
cago, and should pay full local rates, instead 
of being reconsigned at the reduced propor- 
tional rates. 

The roads hope that if the irregularities 
are not stopped the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, which is now investigating the 
matter, will institute legal proceedings 
against some of the roads. 

The instructions sent to the joint agent of 
the transit check at Kansas City to prevent 
further manipulation and discrimination are 
exceedingly stringent, and if carried out are 
expected to effect a remedy. 


IOWA RATE WAR IS AVERTED. 


Packing-House Product Rates to Be 
Advanced Above Hog Rates. 

There will probably be no war between the 
Iowa roads on account of the reduction made 
in the rates on packing-house product by 
two the lines. 

At a meeting of representatives ef the 
roads interested an agreement waa reached 
to restore the rates on packing-house tariffs 
to the regular basis and the vote only of one 
or two of the roads not represented at the 
meeting is needed to make the agreement 
effective, | 

Had the roads which reduced the rates on 
packing-house product from Iowa points per- 
sisted in making those rates, other roads 
would have followed it with a corresponding 
reduction in rates on live hogs so as to pro- 
tect the packing-house Interests at Chicago. 

The Inter-Stat® Commerce Commission 
about two years ago decided that it is illegal 
to make lower rates on packing-house prod- 
ucts than on live hogs, and on this account, 
no doubt, the roads w ich tried to reéstablish 
the former discrimination against Chicago, 
in order to benefit packing-house interests 
at points on their lines in lowa, retreated 
from their position, 


Horace Tucker’s New Position. 

Horace Tucker has been appointed Traffic 
Manager of the Chicago, Hammond an4 
Western railway. This road is to be a 
part of the contemplated big belt railway 
system around Chicago, Mr. Tucker was 
for many years the General Freight Agent of 
the Illinois Central railroad and during the 
World's Fair was chief of the Bureau of 
Admissions.

LAKE-SHORE DRIVE TO BE EXTEND- 
ED SOUTH TO OHIO STREET. 


Lincoln Park Board Decides on This 
Improvement, Which Will Cost 
$600,000—T wo Boys Beat and Rob a 
Messenger—Miss Nielsen Is Award- 
ed 6280 in Her Breach of Promise 
Suit—Mme. Gibson Is Sued for $10,- 
000—Other Local Matters. 

At the meeting of the Lincoln Park Board 
yesterday afternoon resolutſons · were passed 
by which it was decided to extend the Lake 
Shore drive from Oak street south to Ohio 
street. An assessment of $100 a front foot 
will be made to meet the expense, and it is 
the intention that these assessments shall 
be paid in installments of $25 each on July 
1, Sept. 1, Nov. 1, and Jan. 1. 

Work will be begun upon the drive as soon 
as possible. This is in accordance with the 
law passed by the Legislature in 1889, giv- 
ing the Park Commissioners right to extend 
any driveway bordering on the shore of any 
lake over submerged land, providing it did 
not interfere with navigation. 

The law further gave the Commissioners 
the right to in the submerged land be- 
tween the drive and the old shore line, and 
dispose of it to pay for the extension of the 
drive. ö 

The Board of Commissioners at that time 
extended the drive, but instead of filling 
in the submerged land and disposing of it to 
pay for the improvements, it entered into a 
contract with the property-owners along the 
drive whereby they agreed to take the land, 
and in return do the necessary work for the 
construction and beautifying of the drive- 
way at their own expense. 

A short time afterward this matter was 
taken into the courts by Attorney-General 
Molonéy in order to break this contract, but 
it was ruled that the setting apart of the 
submerged lands to be used in the payment 
of the cost of improvements was in accord- 
ance with the law. 

An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and last Thursday the decision of the Circuit 
Court was sustained. As all legal obstruc- 
tions have been removed the Board of Com- 
missioners decided that the driveway should 
be finished as soon as possible, and all the 
money necessary obtained from the proper- 
ty-owners along the drive. 

It is estima that the cost of construct- 
ing the driveway, which will be 250 feet wide 
and nearly a mile in length, will be almost 


„000. 

President Winston said in regard to the 
action: 

“This is the most important work which 

this board has ever had before it, and the 
work should be pushed rapidly to comple- 
tion. This is work which should have been 
done some years ago, and as the last ob- 
stacle fs now removed, it remains for the 
present to see it through.“ 
The pro which was filled in and given 
to the lake shore owners under this contract 
{is said to be worth in the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000, and as the assessment only calls 
for $600,000 it is stated that it ought to be 
no hardship on these parties to pay this 
amount. 

The board received a communication from 
the Associated Cycling Clubs in which was 
asked that all vehicles entering the park 
after dark should be compelled to carry 
lights, in order to be placed on an equal foot- 
ing with the bicyclists riding in the park.

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BOG OF FILTH AND FEVER 


RELIEF HOPED FOR BY RESIDENTS 
OF WEST DIVISION STREET.

Health Department, After Nine Weary 
Months, Gives Evidence of Appre- 
ciating the Situation’s Gravity— 
Nuisance Arises from the Destruc- 
„ tion of the Crescent Linseed Oil 
Company’s Property Last Fall—How 
Responsibility Has Been Shifted. 


After nine months of battle for life against 
a pestiferous slough in the vacant lots Nos, 
64 and 66 West Division street dwellers in 
that region took new hopes of living to green 
old age yesterday morning when a scaven- 
ger wagon from the City Health Depart- 
ment made its appearance. 

Four loads of the oil-soaked, disease hatch- 
ing muck were carted off before the work- 
men stopped to catch breath. There are 
about 200 more loads to go before the locali- 
ty will be fit to livein. The teamsters said 
the city meant to clean out the slough com- 
pletely before stopping. | 

It is true that dwellers in the region of 
West Division street and the Northwestern 
tracks experienced no actual relief from 
yesterday's scratching upon the surface of 
this quagmire, but they are patient in the 
faith that deliverance is now imminent. 

Mothers rocked sick babies with renewed 
hope last night, and failing aged folk felt 
stronger in the anticipation of returning 
relish for their food. 


Neighborhood Outraged. 


Even health officials are now wondering 
how the community put up so long with so 
flagrant an outrage against statutes and 
decency. 

Divided responsibility accounts for this. 
Residents complained to the city, the city 
turned to the Crescent Linseed Oil company, 
whose fire caused the situation, the latter 
looked to the insurance companies, and the 
insurance men said they had settled all 
claims for damages with the owners of the 
property. Every time a complaint was 
raised it traveled this circle and came back 
again. Complaints traveled often. If the 
people meanwhile could have put their hands 
on the responsible parties there would have 
been personal violence done. 

This bog of filth and fever was the result 
of the Crescent Linseed Oil company’s de- 
structive fire last October. With the falling 
of the building, Nos. 56 to 60 West Division 
street, the locality was inundated with flax- 
seed meal and oils. The deluge on the west 
extended across Frank Jaquish’s property 
adjoining and into the vacant lots beyond. 
This ground is owned by John Schermann, 
father of the Alderman of the ward. When 
Jaquish had accepted $1,100 indemnity for 
the damage done him he shoveled all the 
débris covering his house and grounds into 
the vacant lot next door. There it has rot- 
ted, bred animal life, and menaced humanity 
ever since. 


Below Street Level. 


This piece of ground is six feet below the 
street. One cannot imagine the elements 
entering into its corfuption or the offensive- 
ness of the complex smell. The oil has set- 
tled in one place in a bog said to be six feet 
deep. Laborers in the vicinity smoke rank 
tobacco as a deliverance from its odor, and 
windows to the leeward are shut tight. De- 
cayed vegetable matter, rotten bedding, and 
animal carcasses vary the landscape of meal 
hills and fat, lazy files. 

This preserve of pestilence has been pasted 
with many signs by the neighbors. Skulls 
and cross-bones, the legends, “ Cholera,“ 
Health and rest here—for maggots,” Flan- 
nigan's child sunk here,” Just tell them 
that you saw me, and that I’m sinking fast, 
are among the collection. 

Two planted brooms, it is explained, were 
meant for tombstones in memory of Ald. 
Schermann and Ald. Lencke, the ward 
guardians who have not hearkened to the 
lamentations of their people. 


Neighborhood Sickness. 


Pitiful tales are told in the neighborhood. 
It is a recital of sickness even unto death. 
Sickness of the stomach, which at first was 
mere inconvenience, has come to portend 
starvation, since the people say that amid a 
smell of such strength they can’t get nour- 
ishment to rest on their stomachs. 

Mrs. A. Z. Kerwin, who owns the house 
No. 68 West Division street, said yesterday: 

After eating breakfast I have to keep my 
windows down for two hours. As surely as 
I lift them or step out of my door in the 
morning, so surely I lose my breakfast also. 
A roomer here said she lost so many meals 
in this way I would have to put my rent 
cheaper. I complained of this to Mr. Scher- 
mann, and he said: 

„ You're foolish—linseed is healthy.’ 

My aged father and I have headaches all 
the time. He can’t walk any more, and he 
thinks the bad air did it.“ 

Mrs. Jaquish declares four of her children 
have been near to death with fevers, that eat- 
ing has almost been suspended because of 
waning appé@tites in her household, and she 
says a red rash has just broken out on her 
arms which she knows comes from the dis- 
ease cultured under her windows. 

Others tell like stories. 


MARKET LIST FOR THE HOUSEWIVES. 


Green Corn May Be Had at Prices That 
Taste of Money—Other Veg- 
etables and Fruit. 


— — — 


The best green corn coming in at present 
is from Louisiana. It costs 61.28 a crate 
wholesale and retails at five cents an ear 
for the choicest. The weather has been so 
wet that a good deal of the corn is soggy 


and wormy. 

Home-grown cucumbers are cheap. Large, 
choice green ones can be purchased at most 
of the groceries at from three cents to five 
cents apiece. Bermuda onions sell at 30 
@35 cents a peck. 

Some nice peaches are in the market from 
Kentucky. The price varies from 75 cents 
to 80 cents a peck basket. Good peaches 
from Indiana cost from 30 cents to 35 cents 
a peck basket. A few half-bushel baskets 
have been received from Michigan, but they 
are green, small, and not desirable. Within 
a week or ten days early Michigan peaches 
will be plentiful. The yield of that State 
promises to be enormous, and even the low 
prices of last year will no doubt be dis- 
counted. 7 

Fancy pineapples retail at 20 cents apiece 
and from that price range down to 10 cents 
for the common ones. Grocers who make a 
good profit on their goods were charging 15 
cents apiece for small canteloupe melons, 
but, based on the wholesale price, there 
seems to be no reason why the choicest 
should not sell at 10 cents and 12 cents 
apiece. Gem melons, sweet and nice, have 
appeared. Watermelons sell at from 30 
cents to 40 cents apiece, depending on size. 

Receipts of new apples are liberal, but few 
are really choice. Nice fruit of uniform size 
and good color sells at from 40 cents to 50 
cents a peck. | 

Cherries are still scarce. Sour varieties 
sell at from 12 cents to 15 cents a quart, but 
12 cents ought, it is said, to buy good cher- 
ries. Ten cents a quart is a fair price for 
currants, but some of the grocers were 
charging 15 cents. The best currants in 
South Water street sold 8 at $1.25 
for 16 quarts, and few of the grocers paid 
over $1 for such cases.

BACHELOR SHOOTS HIS SWEETHEART, 


John Connors Attempts Murder and 
Commits Suicide. 

Peoria, III., June 17.—[Special.]—John Con- 
nors lies dead in the morgue as a result of 
suicide, while Miss Mamie Mulligan lies at 
St. Francis Hospital with three bullets in 
her head, fatally wounded as the result of 
attempted murder by Connors. He was a 
bachelor, 45 years of age, and for the last 
few months had been employed as a foreman 
of construction on the West Bluff sewer sys- 
tem, which has béen building for a year and 
a half.

Maggie Mc- 
Carthy, her most intimate friend, in cele- 
brating her birthday, and returned at a late 
hour to spend the night with her, saying 
that her. brother had insulted her, and she 
could not longer remain at home.

night Sun, where a total eclipse will be ob- 
served at Bodo, Norway, on Aug. 8. 

The steam yacht Ohio has been chartered 
for the trip and will set sail on June 27 with 
200 passengers aboard, mostly astronomers 
and students of science. Among them will 
be professors of astronomy from Harvard, 
Yale, and Princeton Colleges. Miss Mary 
Proctor will give daily talks on astronomy 
on board ship. 

The first stop will be made at South Hamp- 
ton, where passengers from the continent 
will come aboard. The trip will be made 
through the North and Baltic Seas, an unus- 
ually beautiful one, being most of the way 
in sight of the Danish and Norwegian cdasts. 
Kronstadt will be the first landing in Russia, 
from which place the party will go by car- 
riage to St. Petersburg. 

A stop of one week will be enjoyed at the 
Russian capital, where the expedition will 
be entertained by the American Consul. 

From St. Petersburg the trip to Moscow 
will be made by rail. Here another week will 
be spent in viewing the old city, the scene of 
the recent coronation festivities. 

Short visits will be made to Stockholm and 
Copenhagen, and thence the party will go by 
boat direct, to the little Village of Hammer- 
fest; Norway, the most northern spot in- 
habited on the globe, where the world-fa- 
83 of the midnight sun will be wit- 
nessed. 


A cruise of ten days will be made around 


the Loforden Isles and the noted Fjords of 
Norway, among them the Alten Fjord, the 
scene of Thelma.”’ 

The expedition will arrive at Bodo, the 
central point of interest, in time to have 
everything in readiness for observation of 
the eclipse. Bodo is a little town of 600 in- 
habitants on the extreme west coast of Nor- 
way, and is the only place where the eclipse 
is visible except in Siberia and Japan. 

Telescopes will be set and the phenomenon, 
which occurs but seldom, will be awaited 
with mingled anxiety and interest by as- 
tronomers from all parts of the world. If 
they are so fortunate as to have fine weather 
a grand sight will be witnessed, and it is ex- 
pected some valuable information will be 
gleaned. 

The return trip will be made via the Heb- 
rides and around the Isle of Man to Liver- 
pool, where the expedition is due to arrive 
on Aug. 20.

with water dripping from their undercloth- 
ing along their path, because there could not 
be space or a few moments allowed them 
wherein to change their clothing.” ret 
women are ‘‘exempted”’ from labor at- 
tended by hardship! 

Despite these washerwomen, miners, and 
linen-thread spinners, we are told it is 
woman's privilege generally to be exempted 
from the care of earning her livelihood and 
that of her offspring.“ 

It would seem to be time that this libel 
upon woman should be scorned by fair mind- 
ed men. From all antiquity the majority 
of women have been faithful ‘workers, ren- 
dering a full equivalent in labor for their 
scanty share of the world’s goods. The 
origin of every industry bears testimony 
to this. In our own era, while women were 
still homekeepers, did they not earn their 
livelihood? What was the weaving, the 
sewing, the cooking, the doctoring, the 
nursing, the child care, the work that was 
never done,“ if it was not earning a sub- 
sistence? Even in these days, when woman 
goes forth and receives the reward of her 
labor as publicly as man, she is no more 
worthy of her hire. Her ancestress—sweet 
and saintly soul!—did not dream of recom- 
pense.
